He has the power to approve or overrule 
the Land Commissioner. If Commissioner 
Lamoreux gave out the decison as pub- 
lished in Chicago he was undoubtedly guilty 
of a grave offense, as he disobeyed the writ- 
ten instructions of the Secretary of the Inte- 
rior. Such a publication is of no force or 
effect, and the thirty days allowed to appeal 
begin to run only from the official publica- 
tlon“otf the decision by this office. I have 
just received through the Commissioner’s 
son a telegram from him denying that he 
was in any way responsible for the publica- 
tion in Chicago. 

“Until further investigation we neces- 
sarily assume that Mr. Lamoreux is inno- 
cent of all wrongdoing, and from my asso- 
ciation with him I believe him to be incapa- 
ble of any improper action or anything which 
looks like fraud. As I have not compared 
the decision here on my desk with that 
printed, and will not do so until the Secre- 
tary returns, it is evident that no official 
action can be taken. Next Friday Secretary 
Bliss will begin the investigation.”’ 

Favors the Scrip Holders. 

While Tun TRIBUNE correspondent was 
not permitted to look at the decision, an of- 
ficial of the department did read to him the 
concluding paragraph, which declared that 
a patent could only issue after the time 
granted for an appeal had lapsed, and that 
no patent would be issued in case of an ap- 
peal until a decision had been reached by 
the Secretary of the Interior. 

From thts it is evident that the official de- 
cision filed in the department is identical 
in matter,.if not in words, with that pub- 
lished In Chicago, and that Commissioner 
Lamoreux has certainly decided in favor 
of the right of the McKee scrip holders to 
locate on the lake front in Chicago, a de- 
cision which carries with it similar rights 
in Seattle and other places. 

There are some very curious facts in con- 
nection with this whole case which are grad- 
ually coming to light. Assistant Attorney- 
General Lionberger admitted today that 
Commissioner Lamoreux had practically 
decided the case in his own mind several 
months ago. 

Decides the Case Himself. 

Assistant Commissioner Best, who was 
seen tonight.” admitted this fact. During 
the hearing the Assistant Commissioner 
sat with his superior officer. As soon as the 
hearing was over his connection with the 
case ceased entirely. He was not called 
upon to give his opinion, nor was he asked 
to assist in the preparation of the decision. 
Mr. Lamoreux did everything of that kind 
himself. , 

He told several people around the depart- 
ment repeatedly that he believed the scrip 
claimants were entitled to locate on the 
lake-front, and yet he has held off, making 
a decision for months and then entered it 
in a peculiar manner in his office with in- 
Structions that it should be made public 
during his absence from the office. Then 
came the publication of the decision in de- 
fiance of the orders of the Secretary of the 
Interior. On top of this powerful influence 
was brought to bear on the new Secretary 
to induce him to reverse the order of his pre- 
. decessor. 

Looks Bad for Lamoreux. 


The very day he declined to interfere the 
decision was made public, not in Washing- 
ton, where it was under lock and key, but 
in Chicago.. In spite of his telegraphic de- 
nial things look father black for Mr. Lam- 
oreux, and, while the officials at the depart- 
ment are all his friends and attempt to 
shield him in every way, the conclusion is 
inevitable that the decision was obtained 
from him in person, as Attorney Bary and 
others have alleged, and that its publication 
in an unofficial manner part of a scheme 
to make the other parties to the case take 


an appeal at once. 
According to the rules of the department 


Secretary Bliss would haye authority to 
hold up the decision indefinitely. Hecannot 
remove it from the files, but he can prevent 
its official promulgation, and until that is 
effected there is no opportunity for either 
side to appeal. 

It is evident that the Chicago lake-front 
case is to become a scandal in the depart- 
ment, and Commissioner Lamoreux is al- 
ready in_the position of being obliged to de- 
fend himself against the grave charge of 
disobedience of orders and apparently of 
some sort of collusion with people who had 
business before him in his capacity as judicial 
officer.

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Stories of Money on Tap. 
Since the case was first heard there have 
been vague stories of large amounts of 
money being on tap here in Washington to 
influence certain officials of the department. 
All these stories agree that the money was 
put up by some one representing the scrip- 
holders. No one has accused Commissioner 
Lamoreux of being improperly influenced 
in making his decision. There is not the 
slightest evidence of such a thing, but in 
view of the curious developments today 
there is evidently ground for a sweeping in- 
vestigation. 

Secretary Bliss came to Washington mere- 
ly to witness the inauguration. He did not 
expect to become a member of the Cabinet 
and therefore had made no arrangements for 
a permanent residence here. He was there- 
fore obliged to return to New York at the 
earliest possible moment to close up his 
business and domestic affairs there. 
Bliss Will Investigate. 

He was seen this afternoon just as he was 
skipping down-stairs to take the train for 
New York and said:

Secretary Has Absolute Power. 

Whatever may be the outcome of the in- 
vestigation into Commissioner Lamoreux's 
action, it will be impossible to get rid of his 
decision except by action on the part of the 
Secretary of the Interior as the result of a 
regular appeal. The decision stands on the 
files as official. It is undoubtedly in favor 
ot the claimant. When it is promylgated 
the objectors will have thirty days in which 
to perfect their appeal to the Secretary of 
the Interior. His authority to act is unques- 
tioned. He-can approve the decision, re- 
verse it, or send it back fora new hearing. 
He is an appellate court to all intents and 
p 8, and if he sends it back for a new 
hearing it will not be Commissioner Lam- 
oreux who sits as a nisi prius Judge. 
In case the parties affected by the Com- 
missioner’s decision do not appeal the Sec- 
retary would have no authority to reverse, 
just as a higher court could not, of its own 
motion, review the decision of the lower 
Judge without application from an inter- 
ested party. Once that application is made, 
however, the appeal is good, and the juris- 
diction of the upper court, which in this 
ease is the Secretary, is supreme. !

Berlin, March 8.—[Copyright, 1897.]—In the 
Budget committee today Prince Hohenlohe, 
Imperial Chancellor, like the wily old diplo- 
matist that he is, lightly swept aside all 
rumors and chances of a crisis by declar- 
ing that while it was quite true that the 
government considers an increase in the 
navy necessary, as set forth in Admiral 
Hollman’s memorandum, the Reichstag has 
the full right to decide the budget and alone 
can settle the matter. 

Admiral Hollman’s memorandum, he ex- 
plained, was no bill, but contained only 
sufficient material for judging the ques- 
tion as to what is necessary for the Ger- 
man navy. In consequence of Prince Hoh- 
enlohe’s declaration the Reichstag will now 
occupy itself only with the navy demands 
in the budget of 1897-98. The government 
asks $72,000,000, but the Reichstag will ac- 
cept only $45,000,000, on the principle that 
the whole German navy is worth $450,000,- 
000, and a tenth part has to be renewed each 
year. The government will doubtless be 
content with this, since Prince Hohenlohe 
abhors a conflict with Parliament. Next 


year there will be the same by-play as now.

BERIBERI APPEARS IN EAST CUBA 


Dread East India Disease Declared 
Epidemic in Holquin, from Five to 
Six Deaths Occurring Daily. 


(SPECIAL CABLE. ] 

Gibara, Cuba, March 8.—[Copyright, 1897.] 
—The dreaded East Indian and Brazilian 
disease, beriberi, a form of paralysis, has 
reached Eastern Cuba, and has been de- 
clared epidemic in Holquin and the adjacent 
towns. At Holquin five and six deaths oc- 
cur daily, mostly among the Spanish troops 
of the local garrison. Several cases are also 
reported aboard government warships in 
this and other north coast ports. 4 

This town, like that of Baracoa, is in a 
virtual state of seige. It is strongly forti- 
fied, and all communication with the sur- 
rounding country is cut off. Beef costs 
from 35 to 50 cents a pound, and other neces- 
sities of life cost in proportion. The streets 
are full of hungry people, mostly refugees, 
crying for work. Business is paraiyzed. 
Nine-tenths of the local stores are closed. 
Military operations are ata standstill. The 
troops have not been paid since Noveinber, 
and the officers are much disgusted. The 
commandant at Fort Santa Rosalia commit- 
ted suicide yesterday. 


FILIBUSTER GETS AWAY TO CUBA. 


Vessel Loaded with Rifles and Ammu- 
nition Escapes Through Unit- 
ed States Cruisers. 


Carrabelle, Fla., March 8.—[Special.]—It is 
stated tonight that a big load of arms and 
ammunition has escaped the watchful 
eyes of the United States cruisers and got 
oft to Cuba. 

The story is that a vessel was loaded with 
baled cotton, the arms being concealed in 
some of the bales, which were hollow, and 
under them. This vessel was stopped in the 
gulf by a cruiser, but the cargo was so in- 
nocent-looking that she was allowed to pro- 
ceed, It ip said that over 1,000 rifics, 750 
sabers or machetes, 100,000 rounds of am- 
munition, six cans of dynamite, and a large 
supply of medicines were in the cargo.

REBELLION IN URUGUAY is GROWING. 


Authorities of Many Important Towns 
Give Aid to the Insurgent Forces 
in Men and Arms. 


Montevideo, March 8.—The authorities of 
many important towns in the Republic of 
Uruguay have openly given their adherence 
to the insurgent standard, offering aid in men 
and arms. This adds greatly to the strength 
of the revolution and increases the serious- 
ness of the situation. 

The government at Montevideo has dis- 
patched to the interior a vast quantity of 
arms, and is hastening the mobilization of 
the full strength of the national guard. 

The revolutionists are now known tp have 
nearly 9,000 men under arms. The govern- 
ment has 5,000 troops already in the field, 
and these can be reinforced at any moment 
by 4,000 federal police. The Minister of War 
has started for the interior with a large force 
of artillery. 


AMERICAN MINISTER IS INSULTED. 


Guatemalan Government Offers Pro- 
fuse Apologies for the Action of a 
Subject Toward Macgrane Coxe. 


New York, March 8.—A dispatch from 
Guatemala says that a political leader and 
duellist offered an unprovoked affront to the 
United States Minister, Macgrane Coxe, at 
the opera. 

The government then addressed a note to 
Minister Coxe expressing deep regret and 
deploring in the highest degree the lamenta-

COOK COUNTY SUBWAY COMPANY 
ASKS COMPREHENSIVE FRANORISE. 


Ordinance Introduced by Ald. Mecar- 
thy to Allew the Concern to Oceupy 
the Space Under All the Streets and 
Alleys—Appropriations for School- 
houses and Lots—Height of Build- 
ings Limited to Ninety Feet—Other 
Business Transacted. 


Briefly stated, this is what the Council 
did last evening: t 

Received a communication from the To- 
bacco Jobbers’ Association condemning the 
cigaret ordinance and a communication 
from a committeé of women’s clubs approv- 
ing it. 

Passed an ordinance limiting the height of 
buildings to ninety feet. 

Referred to committee an ordinance allow- 
ing the Cook County Subway and Terminal 
company to occupy the space under all the 
streets and alleys of the city. 

Referred a proposal to spend $115,000 for a 
pumping engine in Fourteenth street. 

Referred an ordinance prohibiting the sale 
of cocaine snuff and regulating the sale of 
morphine. 

Ordered the police to enforce the laws 
against street begging. 

Appropriated $35,000 each for additions to 
the Medill and Calhoun Schools, and ordered 
a lot purchased for the Medill School. 

Created a prohibition district in the Twen- 
ty-seventh Ward. 

Allowed the Calumet Electric company to 
extend its line in Erie avenue and referred 
an ordinance for extensions in West Pull- 
man. 

Considered in part and then postponed 


the ordinance elevating the railway tracks 


at Clark and Sixteenth streets. 
Recommitted ‘the bicycle tax ordinance.

y introduced in the Council 
last evening the most comprehensive or- 
dinance which that body in its wildest 
flights of franchise granting has ever even 
considered It was for the benefit of the 
Cock County Subway and Terminal com- 
pany.“ whatever that corporation may be, 
and proposes to grant to it the right to use 
all the space from curb to curb under every 
street, alley, or public thoroughfare of any 
kind in the City of Chicago. As Ald. Mc- 
Carthy put it, It takes in the whole town 
and part of the North Side.“ 

The supposition is that the space thus 
granted is to be used for the running of elec- 
tric passenger cars, but there is nothing in 
the ordinance to prove it. Under its terms 
the e could do a freight business, 
operate pn@umatic tubes, put in a gas or 
water works system, string electric wires, 
or, in fact, do about anything which can be 
done underground.

Terms of the Ordinance. 


By the terms of the ordinance the company 
is given the right to“ build its road under 
any or all of the streets, avenues, alleys, 
cuurts, parks, public property, rivers, ca- 
nals, or slips of the City of Chicago and also 
upon, above, over, or under any land which 
the said company may acquire, or lease, or 
purchase by condemnation or otherwise, 
and across or above the necessary streets 
and alleys.’’ ; 

Also to“ build two or more tracks in its 
subways with such loops, switches, turn- 
tables, curves, stations, tunnels, elevators, 
shafts, sidings, supports, pillars, beams, 
braces, columns, walls, girders, conduits, 
telagraph, telephone, signals, electric light 
and power wires, and such other devices, 
fixtures and appurtenances and appliances 
as may be necessary for operating, heating. 
lighting, ventilating, and draining the sys- 
tem of railway and make desired connec- 
tions with the other systems now or here- 
after authorized to be constructed.’’ 

The companyis also authorized to con- 
struct, operate, and maintain such a system 
of elevated railway with suitable connec- 
tions with the underground portion of its 
system as may be deemed necessary to con- 
duct its business, provided that none of said 
elevated system shal} be embraced, in the 
territory north of Twelfth street, east of 
the south branch of the Chicago River, and 
south of North avenue.“ 


Right for Subway Loop. 


The ordinance further provides that in 
consideration of the company depositing free 
of charge to the city earth or other waste ma- 
terial from its excavations, and depositing 
the same along the Lake-Front for the filling 
in of the Lake Park and for the construction 
of piers and outside harbor privileges, the 
said company shall have the right to con- 
struct, maintain, and operate a subway line 
or loop through the park and grounds be- 
longing to the City of Chicago to the piers, 
wharves, and harbor lines now constructed 
or hereafter to be constructed along the 
Lake-Front, and shall also have the right 
to construct shafts, stations, and openings 
for ingress and egress from said park and 
grofinds.”’ 

The company agrees to have two miles of 
its underground railway completed within 
twenty-four months and four miles within 
five years of the time it accepts the ordi- 
nance. 

Ald. McCarthy, who introduced the ordi- 
nance, would not say who was back of it 
more than to declare there was plenty of 
money. He intimated, however, that it was 
a combination of the steam railways having 
terminals in Chicago, and that they desired 
the ordinance primarily as a method of es- 
tablishing an underground system of con- 
nection between the various depots and 
freight houses of Chicago as a means of 
transferring passengers and freight. The 
ordinance went to the Committee on Rail- 
ways. 


Limiting Height of Buildings. 


Ald. Doerr introduced an ordinance limit- 
ing the height of buildings in the city to 110 
feet and it was passed undef a suspension of 
the rules after it had been amended so the 
maximum height is to be ninety feet.

JOB CANNON SUGORSTS BOONOMIBS. 


Declares Government’ Expenditures 
Are Altogéther Too Large and 
Proposes Remedies. 


Washinton, D. C., March 8—Represen- 
tative Cannon of Illinois, Chairman of the 
Appropriations committee of the House, and 
Mr. Sayers of Téxas, who is at the head of 
the minority of that committee, have pre- 
pared their reviews of the appropriations of 
the Congress just ended, and they will be 
printed in the Congressional Record tomor- 
row morning. Mr. Cannon's statement is of 
more than usual significance on account of 
the recommendations and suggestions he 
makes as to methods for keeping down ap- 
propriations in the future. 

Mr. Cannon makes the total appropriations 
submitted to the President for his approval 
at the last session, including the general de- 
ficiency which failed in conference, $518,103,- 
458, or $25,883,276 less than the estimates 
submitted to Congress by the Executive. 
The appropriations for the first session were 
$515,845,194, making a total for the Congress 
of 81,043, 487,018, which, he says, is $49,797,- 
812 more than the appropriations for the pre- 
ceding Congress. 

The increases he points out include: For 
fortifications, $12,563,467; for river and har- 
bor works, including contracts therefor, 
$2,476,506; for public buildings, none of 
which were authorized by the Fifty-fourth 
Congress, $2,343,394; for the postal service, . 
$11,454,305; for the naval establishment, 
$8,947,523; and on account of permanent ap- 
propriations, mainly to meet interest and 
sinking fund charges for the bonds issued by 
the Cleveland administration, $24,983,744. 

“The appropriations are,“ says Mr. Can- 
non, in my judgment, in excess of the 
legitimate demands of the public service. 
But this fact, while greatly to be deplored, 
is not properly chargéable to the action of 
either of the great political parties of the 
country. It is the result of conditions aris- 
ing out of the rules of the House and out of 
the rules, practices, and so-called courtesies 
of the Senate, together with the irresponsi- 
ble manner whereby the Executive submits 
to Congress estimates to meet expenditures 
for the conduct of the government. 

“If the appropriations made by Congress 
have been extravagant and beyond the reve- 
nues of the government, how much more 80 
have been the estimates of the Executive. 
The record shows that in no instance during 
many years past have the appropriations 
made by Congress measured up to thé full 
amounts recommer@ed and asked for by the 
administration. 

“It is hoped, and I believe that the in- 
coming President, with his long experience 
as a distinguished member of the legis- 
lative branch of this government, will exact 
of his Cabinet counselors some degree of 
wholesome effort in the direction of intel- 
ligent recommendation of public expend- 
itures, to the end that Congress may not 
have to strive unaided and alone toward 
bringing our public expenditures within the 
sum of our public revenues.“ 

He criticises the action of the Senate in 
always loading up” the general deficiency 
bill and making it a vehicle for all sorts of 
claims. 

In discussing the remedies for keeping 
down appropriations Mr. Cannon makes 
the following pertinent suggestions: ‘*‘ The 
remedy for this evil is for the great com- 
mittees of the House and Senate on the 
judiciary, claims, and war claims, to 
formulate an intelligent measure that will 
provide a tribunal of final’ jurisdiction 
whither these claims may be sent for full 
and intelligent consideration. 

There are too many ‘appropriation bills. 
Instead of fourteen there ought not to be 
more than ten. The agricultural bill ought 
to be made, as it was prior to 1881, a part 
of the legislative, executive, and judicial 
appropriation bill. The army, fortifica- 
tions, military academy, and naval appro- 
priation bills ought tq be consolidated into 
one.“ 

Mr. Sayers, in his statement, makes the 
total appropriations of this Congress 354. 
197,812 in excess of the Fifty-third Congress, 
$16,332,470 over the Fifty-second Comgress, 
and $7,757,908 in excess over the Fifty-first 
Congress. 

After discussing in detail the increases he 
says: ‘‘The appropriations made for the 
support of the Federal Government have 
grown to such startling proportions in the 
last dozen years as to render it well nigh 
impossible to devise means of raising rev- 
enue wherewith to meet the expenditures. 


DINGLEY FREE LIST 70 BE SMALLER. 


Light Duties Will Be Put on Articles 
Now Without Duty So as Not to 
Be a Burden. * 


Washington, D. C., March 8.—The Repub- 
lican members of the Ways and Means com- 
mittee of the House are working industrious- 
ly to complete the tariff bill. Threesessions 
of the committee will be held daily until it 
is perfected. With the exception of the wool 
and sugar schedules all the others are now 
more or less complete. Most of today was 
devoted to the consideration of reports made 
by individual members on schedules tenta- 
tively fixed previously and in working on 
the free list. 

No important modification of schedules 
heretofore arranged was made. The free 
list of the Dingley bill will probably be much 
smaller than that of the act of 1803. The 
McKinley law was framed rather with a 
view to reducing than increasing revenues, 
and .now, with such urgent necessity for 
revenue, the committee has decided to take 
from the free list such articles as will stand 
a small duty without becoming a burden 
upon the consumer. 

For instance, chickle, the basis of chew- 
ing gum, is now on the free list. Over 200,- 
000,000 pounds were imported last year. A 
small duty upon this article will raise con- 
siderable revenue without in any way in- 
creasing the price of chewing gum to the 
consumer. Orgalls, the sediment of wine 
barrels, which forms the basis of Epsom 
salts, is another article upon which a small 
duty will be levied. Two million pounds of 
this material was imported last year. It 
is worth 10 cents per pound, and a revenue 
duty of two cents would raise 340,000 in rev- 


enue.

Washington, D. C., March 8.—In the ex- 
ecutive session of the Senate today Senator 
Davis, Chairman of tbe Foreign Relations 
committee, offered a resolution referring 
back to the committee the treaty of arbitra- 
tion, and it was agreed to. At the close of 
the session of Congress pending legislation 
which has not been acted upon fails. In the 
case of the treaty, however, it remains as 
it came to the Senate from the President, 
but all pending amendments offered in the 
Senate or proposed by the committee falled 
and have to be reoffe 

A meeting of the Foreign Relations com- 
mittee has been called for Wednesday at 12 
o’clock, when the treaty will be considered. 
Opponents of the treaty in the Senate say 
that there will be a great deal of discussion 
before the treaty can pass, no matter if the 
committee again amends it, as before.

Washington, D. C., March 8.—I[ Special. 
Senators Cullom and Mason continued their 
levee At the Capitol today after the brief 
session of the Senate.

He doubted the early report that the place 
was signed, sealed, and delivered over to 
Powell Clayton, Therefore he went up to 
the White House this morning, saw Presi- 
dent McKinley, and personally applied for 
the mission. The President wasted no words 
in saying that Mexico was out of the ques- 
tion, as the appointment was already 
agreed upon. 

The President assured Horace that his 
services were appreciated and that he would 
be taken care of somewhere, but this was 
not satisfactory. It was Mexico or bust 
with the Illinois man, and as the President 
had apparently made up his mind beyond re- 
call, and as his mind did not seem to lean 
in the direction of Mattoon, the interview 
was closed with protestations of devotion 
on both sides. ‘Therefore Mr. Clark paida 
farewell visit to the two Senators, packed 
his gripsack, and shook the dust of Wash- 
iugton from his feet. He got quick action 
and is to be congratulated, for the great 
mass of the army of officeseekers will be Just 
as much disappointed, but take longer in 
finding it out. 

Senator Palmer paid a courtesy visit to 
his successor and joked a little about the 
fact that he so narrowly escaped being in 
the White House distributing the plums. 

Clark Carr made another call. He is still 

not a candidate for Denmark, but is willing 
to be pressed into service. Eden of Gales- 
burg and Disston of Quincy, candidates for 
Marshal North and South, called during 
the afternoon. Col. Disston is occupying 
a lower berth in Senator Mason’s car at 
the Baltimore and Ohio depot, and this 
ought to mean something. 


Pearson Wants an Office. 


Mr. Farr, who was a Sergeant in the Presi- 
dent’s regiment, was a caller at the White 
Heuse. He wanted the postoffice at Noble, 
his home town, and was kindly told by his 
own commander that he must see his Sen- 
ators and Representatives, and proceed in 
due order. ‘Therefore, he appeared at the 
Capitol almost out of breath. 

Ex-Secretary of State Isaac Pearson was 
in the crowd in the big outer room, who 
speedily penetrated to the inner sanctum. 
He is willing to be Appraiser at Chicago, 
but would take the place in the Land Office 
soon to be vacated by Commissioner 
Lamoreux. This latter ambition is nearly 
hopeless, for the two Senators have already 
indorsed Tom Needles for Indian Commis- 
sioner, and it is idle to suppose the State 
could get two big bureaus in the same de- 
partment. 

Among the crowd at the Capitol it was 
reported that the appointment of Assistant 
Treasurer at Chicago would be dictated by 
Samuel W. Allerton and that his confidential 
business associate, Mr. Williams, was slated 
for the place. Just before the opening of 
the extra session, or soon afterward, the 
Illinois delegatian in Senate and House will 
get together and endeavor to work out a 
general slate to avoid conflict on the foreign 
offices. 

These plans are essentially Senatorial and 
applications originate with the Represehta- 
tives, and wherever ft is possible the two 
Senators wish to avoid having to consider 
the claims of rival candidates for the same 
places. 


OFFICESEEKERS BESIEGE M’KINLEY. 


Crowds Beset the White House and 
Many Senators and Repre- 
sentatives Call. 


Washington, D. C., March 8.—The rush 
toward the White House was unabated to- 
day. It was not the clamorous crowd of last 
week, but those intent on placing the ques- 
tion of the offices and other matters before 
the President. 

One of the first callers was John Hay, 
who, it is expected, will be nominated as 
Ambassador to the Court of St. James. He 
had a brief talk with the President, and then 
gave way to Senator Wolcott of Coloradc, 
who saw the President for the first time 
since his return from Europe. Then came 
Senators Cullom and Mason of lllinois, Alli- 
son and Gear of Iowa, Fairbanks of Indiana, 
and others. 

The Indiana callers suggested the appoint- 
ment of W. H. Elliott of Indiana as As- 
Sistant Secretary of the Navy; Senators 
Davis and Nelson urged the appointment of 
ex-Representative Keifer of Minnesota as 
Commissioner of Immigration; the Iowa 
party asked the appointment of ex-Repre- 
sentative E. H. Conger of lowa as Minister 
to Brazil, his former post; Representatives 
Baboock and Sherman urged that J. L. Ken- 
nedy of New Jersey be named for Public 
Printer, one point in favor of the applicant 
being that he was the statistician of the 
Grosvenor Tables.“ 

Secretary of State Sherman called at 10:45 
O clock, passing into the Cabinet room. The 
President at once excused himself, and 
joined Mr. Sherman. 

The conference between the President and 
Secretary of State lasted a full hour. It 
started much conjecture, but those best in- 
formed said it related mainly to the initial 
work of the State Department and its staff. 

Senator Kyle of South Dakota, who was 
recently reélected to the Senate as a Pop- 
ulist, was among those to confer with the 
President. The Senator called in company 
with ex-Representative Pickler of South Da-

Callers at the White House Charmed 
by the President’s Pleasant 
Manners. 


Washington, D. C., March 8.—[Special.]— 
President McKinley gave the grip to thou- 
sands of his fellow-citizens this afternoon 
at the White House at the first public recep- 
tion of the new admifiistration. It is not 
likely that the President will be greeted 
by a more representative or prosperous- 
looking crowd of people than those who 
assembled to do him honor this afternoon, 
and to the casual observer it looked as if 
the era of prosperity had indeed begun. 
It was noticeable, however, that women 
predominated in the throng at the ratio of 
about 16 to 1, and the mystery was how 
60 many had learned that it was the inten- 
tion of the President & have a public recep- 
tion. 

All sorts, sizes, colors, and conditions of 
the human family were represented in 
the throng which congregated outside of 
the Executive Mansion fully an hour be- 
fore the time announced for the reception 
to begin. It was a good-natured, repre- 
sentative concourse of citizens, such as 
characterized the inauguration crowds of 
last week, and if there was any jostling or 
temporary discomforts it was all over- 
looked for the prospect of being able to 
grasp the President by the hand before go- 
ing back to their homes all over the United 
States. Sealskin sacques, flashing jewels, 
and the best-ordered and equipped ward- 
robes imaginable were visible throughout 
the entire length of the line which began 
filing into the White House promptly at 
3 o'clock. It was the desire of the Presi- 
dent that as many of his fellow-citizens 
as possible should be permitted to pay their 
respects to him, and he gave orders early in 
the day that all who called before 8 o'clock 
should be notified of the proposed reception, 
for he did not want anybody to away

The President remembered this 
pleasant feature of the parade, and as soon 
as the little girl came close enough to shake 
hands with him this afternoon he inquired 
her name. 

It was a proud moment for the little miss, 
as well as her mother, who accompanied 
Her, but the little girl seemed rather abashed 
in the presence of the President and waited 
for her mother to make the response. 

It is so good of you to remember my 
little daughter, Mr. President.“ said the 
fond mother, “and she marched in the 
parade last Thursday from the beginning 
to the end.

Most 
af the callers were Senators and Represent- 
atives, instructions having been given that 
none of them was to be refused admit- 
tance, and there was a steady stream of 
Congressmen who had requests to make 
which kept the President pretty well em- 
ployed until lunch time. Among those from 
Tllinois who saw the President were Sena- 
tor Cullom, Representatives Hitt; Cannon, 
and Marsh, the last named having come 
in the interests of John G. Ames for United 
States Marshal for the Northern District 
The other members of the Illinois delega- 
tion declared that they had no particular 
business with the President, but had come 
merely to pay their respects and had made 
no suggestions whatever in regard to Fed- 
eral patronage. 

Takes His Daily Walk. 


It must have done the President good, to 
take a walk on Saturday, and the indica- 
tions are that he is going to continue this 
practice of pedestrianism every afternoon. 
As soon as the corridor leading to his office 
was cleared of callers today the President 
sent in for Secretary Porter and asked 
him if. he was equal to taking a constitu- 
tional before dinner. Upon receiving an af- 
firmative reply the two gentlemen bundled 
themselves up in heavy overcoats, and with 
thick gloves on their r- and wearing 
high silk hats started out at a brisk vace 
for much-needed exercise and air. They 
came down the north driveway leading to 
the Executive Mansion and struck out 
through Lafayette Park into Vermont ave- 
nue, and when last seen were still speeding 
northward. At the time they came out for 
their constitutional Pennsylvania avenue 
was comparatively deserted, and only a few 
pedestrians were aware that they had such 
distinguished company as the President, and 
consequently he Was not bothered or inter- 
rupted by salutations. 


EFFECTS OF GOLD AND SILYER BASIS. 


United States Consuls and Ministers 
Report on the Monetary Systems 
of the Different Countries. 


Washington, D. C., March 8.—The State 
Department has just completed the exten- 
sive work initiated by Secretary Olney of 
collecting and publishing in book form a 
complete set of reports by United States 
Ambassadors, Ministers, and consular oeffi- 
cers abroad exhibiting in concise form the 
financial systems of all the countries of the 
civilized world, and the effects upon the 
agricultural and industrial population of the 
respective nations. 

The following facts are extracted: 

Argentine Republic uses inconvertible pa- 
per as a standard of value, though the mints 
are open to gold. In the last ten years prices 
have advanced as measured in this standard, 
and wages as well. 

The British Australian colonies, with the 
gold standard, show a mixed result. Prices 
of agricultural products advanced in the 
decade in New Zealand, while they declined 
in Victoria; wages declined in the first case 
and remained stationary and high in the lat- 


ter. 

In Bolivia, with a single silver standard, 
it appeared that food supplies, except for im- 
ported articles, Were cheap, while clothing, 
house rents, drugs, and hardware were high. 

Cape Colony has the single gold standard, 
though without mintage. There the wages 
have increased 15 per cent in the decade, and 
there has been an increase in the cost of liv- 
ing. 

In China, without any legal standard, sil- 
ver is weighed for large transactions and 
copper for small sales. There has been an 
increase in the silver price of imports, no 
difference in the price of Chinese products, 
and wages show no change, though new 
avenues have been opened up in manufact- 
uring. 

Denmark, with the single gold standard, 
shows an increase of 10 per cent in wages 
since 1884. , 

India, with a silver standard, though with 
mints closed except to the government, 
shows an increase in the price of some artl- 
cles and a decline in others: wages show the 
same variation. 

Japan, with a silver standard, showed a 
general advance in prices, and in wages as 
well. Japan lately adopted the gold 
standard. 

Persia has a silver standard, and wages 
and prices both advanced in the last ten 
years. The currency is, however, greatly 
depreciated. 

Peru uses silver only, and pricés increased 
as measured in that standard, while Portu- 
gal, with a gold standard, showed a 25 per 
cent increase in prices, attributable to the 
fact that the actual money in use is paper. 

The gold standard im Sweden was accom- 
panied by declining prices but advancing 


wages. 


BIDS 10 BE LET FOR ARMOR PLATE. 


Eight Thousand Tons Are Wanted for 
the Three New Batticeships 
Now Building. 


Washington, D. C., March 8.—The Navy 
Department in a day or two will issue ad- 
vertisements calling for over 8,000 tons of 
Harveyized steel armor for the three battle- 
ships now building. The law fixes the 
maximum price to be paid at $300 per ton, 
and the officials of the department are not 
sanguine of returns to their advertisements. 
The bidders will be requested to specify in 
their bids the time in which lots of armor 
will be delivered, and the advertisement 
will state that the ti of delivery will be 
taken into consideration in awarding the 
contracts, favor being shown to the earlier 


deliveries. 
INDIANA OFFICIALS ARE SENTENCED. 


Auditor F. A. Borst and Ex-Treasurer 
N. W. Sawvel Given Five Years 
for Embessiement. 


Waterloo, Ind., March 8.—{Special.]—Court 
was called in special session today to hear 
the criminal cases against Auditor Frank 
A. Borst and ex-Treasurer Reuben W. Saw- 
vel, who are indicted for embezzlement, 
grand larceny, and forgery. A plea of guilty 
was entered in each case. Attorney John 
Baxter spoke in behalf of his clients, and 
Prosecutor Eugene Davis and Assistant 
Prosecutor Frank L. Roby made short 
speeches in behalf of the State, after which 
the Judge pronounced sentence on both of. 
the above, giving them a fine of $5, five 
years’ disfranchisement, and five years in 

the penitentiary.

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STRIKE OVER IN AN HOUR. 


PLASTERERS AND HODCARRIERS 
WIN A QUICK VICTORY. 


Majority of the Big Building Con- 
tractors, Headed by MeNulty Bros., 
sten an Agreement to Pay the Union 
Seale and Their Men Return to 
Work—Only Half a Dozen Hold out- 
The Lockout Feature Is a Complete 
Fissle. 


The building trades’ strike which began 


yesterday practically has resulted ina quick | 


victory for the union men. The Jock-out 
feature was a complete fizzle. While the 
strike is not declared off entirely, there is 
no longer any danger of its tying up the 
entire building industry, as the Building 
Trades’ Counci! officials threatened to do 
if hodcarriers’ and plasterers’ wages were 
not restored to the old figure. 

The biggest end of the fight was won with- 
in an hour after the strike went into effect. 
The strikegs say the bosses’ organization 
has gone to pieces, and within th days 
every big contrator in the city will have 
signed an agreement to pay the full scale of 
$3.50 a day to plasterers and $2.20 to hod- 
carriers, with an increase of 20 cents a 
day after May 1 for the latter. 

A dozen of the largest contractors in the 
city called at the strikers’ headquarters be- 
fore noon and signed the agreement with the 
men. Others sent word by telephone and 
messengers they were willing to pay the 
scale and asked that their men be sent back 
to work. 


Give Up the Fight. 

Before night all the leading employers af- 
fected by the strike, with the exception of a 
half dozen, had decided to give up the fight. 

The boss plasterers’ association will meet 
tomorrow, and it is rumored thé cut in wages 
will be reconsidered and the “ lockout” 
Officially declaréd off. Under the rules of 
the organization any employer who pays 
more than the scale agreed upon is subject 
to a fine of $50. If the rule is enforced, it is 
said, the majority of the most influential 
members will withdraw. 

Officials of the association who planned 
the crusade for lower wages were chagrined 
over the failure of the rank and file of the 
membership to fight it out with the Buildin 
Trades Council. One of the officials declare 
the defeat was due to the fallure of the bosses 
to “ stick together.“ 

The first break in the ranks of the bosses’ 
combine occurred within fifteen minutes 
after the strike went into effect, when the 
firm of McNulty Bros., who have the con- 
tract on the new Illinois Trust and Savings 
Bank Building and several less important 
jobs, called on Business Agents Riley and 
Lilien of the Strike Board and offered to sign 
the agreement. Work was resumed at 7 30 
a. M. *

Contractor Roupt, who has a building 
in course of construction at Sixty-third and 
Wallace streets, is said to have declared he 
would begin work with non-union men today. 
A committee will be sent to investigate. 

Trouble is expected at the Great Northern 
Hotel today over an attempt of Contractor 
Dickenson to compel seventy carpenters to 
work ten hours instead of eight. The 
officials from the Carpenters’ Union will en- 
deavor to settle the matter this morning. 
Several strikes have occurred on the job, 
and the workmen say any further infrac- 
tion of the working rules will be the signal 
for another walkout. 


BRICKLAYERS THREATEN TO STRIKE. 


Relations Between the Union and Ma- 
sons’ and Builders’ Associa- 
tion Badly Strained. 


Unless a serious difficulty is speedily set- 
tied between the Bricklayers’ Union andthe 
Masons’ and Builders’ Association there y 
be a general strike of bricklayers, to begin 
not later than April 1. For the first time in 
ten years the relations between the two pow- 
erful bodies is so strained that arbitration 
seems impossible. 

At a full meeting of the bosses’ organiza- 
tion yesterday resolutions were passed which 
the union men say Is a plain declaration that 
the bosses do not feel themselves bound to 
recognize the union in the future. 

It is said the bosses’ action is due to the 
fact that they see an opportunity to cut 
wages and lengthen working hours. 

The union has no affiliation with either the 
Building Trades Council or the Chicago 
Federation and could not count on the sup- 
port of either central body in case of a 
strike. The union has 3,000 members in 
good standing, not more than one-third of 
whom are employed at present. 

President Vorkelle of the union said last 
night he hoped to settle the controversy 
without a strike, but he admits the situation 


is serious. 
GLOBE SHIPBUILDERS’ STRIKE ENDED. 


Company Concedes Wages Asked and 
Men Concede the Right to En- 
ploy Non-Union Men. 


Cleveland, O., March. 8.—[Spécial.]—The 
strike in the yards of the Globe Shipbuilding 
company was settled this afternoon, after a 
long meeting of the strikers held in Or- 
pifeus Hall. The men decided to accept the 
ferms of Manager Newman, which were 
offered on Saturday. By the terms of set- 
tlement the men are paid the union scale 
and given double pay for holidays. The 
Globe company refused to discharge non- 
union men, and insisted upon the right to 
employ non-union ‘men if so desired. The

OPERATIC MERIT OP “SHAMUS O'BRIEN” 


Dialogue Clever and Humorous and 
Music Original, to the Purpose, 
and Thoroughly. Irish. 


The ‘chief merits of the romantic opera by 
George Jessup and Villiers Stanford, which 
was produced at McVicker’s last night, are 
likely to militate against it in the eyes of the 
public.

In the second act the court-martial is held, 
at which the prisoner is condemned to death, 
and incidentally there are some pretty love 
passages between Trevor and Nora O’Brien’s 
sister, Kitty. 

Climax of the Opera. 

In the last act the sentence is about to be 
carried out at the crossroads, but Father 
O’F lynn, the village priest, under the pre- 
text of saying a few final words of consola- 
tion, cuts the cards which bind the con- 
demned man, and Shamus escapes from his 
captors, taking care to deal a death blow as 
he goes to the vile informer. 

It may be argued that the climax is not 
altogether satisfactory, seeing that it would 
be so easy for one of the soldiers to shoot 
him down as he flees, and in any case he 
must be caught again sooner or later; but 
as long as he does escape and poetic justice 
is dealt out to his betrayer, it is not nec- 
essary to be too particular as to what hap- 
pens after the curtain has gone down. 

The book is simply constructed and the 
dialogue is clever, and, indeed, a good deal 
more humorous in places than that of most 
librettos laying claim to the comic ele- 
ment. é 

The most effective part of the opera, how- 
ever, is undoubtedly the music by Villers 
Stanford. If he errs at all it is in having 
written too good a score for the purpose. 
There is not a single harmony or cadence 
which is not original and to the purpose, if 
we except a few bars of Father O' Flynn,“ 
which are used to introduce the priest, and 
one or two other phrases from Irish folk 
songs. Moreover, the music of the piece 
is one homogeneous whole and not a series 
«af detached numbers, as is the case in operas 
— im Robin Hood” and Serenade 
style. 


Shines in Concerted Passages. 


The composer shines most in the concert- 
ed passages and in his orchestral work, al- 
though there are several good solos, nota- 
bly the banshee song allotted to Nora 
O’Brien in the ‘first act and the solos sung 
by Trevor and Mike Murphy at the begin- 
ning of the second. Above all, the score is 
thoroughly Irish, without being simply a 
rehash of popular Irish songs. 

In this work Mr. Villiers Stanford has 
won an artistic triumph, but he will not be 
appréciated by the public in Chicago unless 
it is clearly understood that ‘* Shamus 
O'Brien is to be judged from a musical 
standpoint and not as a vaudeville enter- 
tainment. 

The different members of the company 
act, for the most part, better than they sing; 
but exception must be made in favor of Mr. 
Joseph O’Mara, who not only plays the in- 
former to the life—even if he does lean oc- 
casionally to low comedy—but reveals a 
wonderfully good tenor voice where it was 
least expected. Mr. O' Mara has had several 
years of experience in English opera since 
he alternated the part of Ivanhoe in Sulli- 
van's opera with Ben Davis at what is now 
the Palace Theater of Varieties in London. 
His singing of Ochone, when I vas young,” 
in the second act, was decidedly the best 
vocal achievement of the evening. Mr. Reg- 
inald Roberts, who played the part of Tre- 
vor, also sang in pleasing style. 

But Mr. O’Sullivan, as Shamus; Miss Annie 
Roberts, as his wife; and Miss Lucy Carr- 
Shaw, though they all acted with spirit, 
were vocally rather disappointing. 

The chorus was not particularly strong, 
but the orchestra did excellent work.

AS BRUNHILDE SHE CAPTIVATES 
GREATER NEW YORK. 


Her Voice Is Clear and Strong, Like the 
Call of a Trumpet—Audience Re- 
sponds with Great Outburst of Ap- 
plause—New Tenor, Ernst Kraus, 
Achieves a Splendid Triumph as 
Siegmund, the Lover of Sieglinde— 
New York News. 


New York, March 8.—The German opera 
season opened triumphantly at the Metropol- 
itan Opera-House tonight before a large and 
brilliant audience. The opera was Die 
Walkure,” with its superhuman Brunhilde, 
requiring for her adequate impersonation a 
physique of iron and a throat of brass. For 
this great role Walter Damrosch had secured 
a voice nearly as superhuman as the charac- 
ter. 

When Lilly Lehman strode out, valiant 
with shield, helmet, and spear, upon the 
high peak of the crag the audience settled 
back in their seats, reassured before the 
singer had opened her mouth. The prima don- 
na looked like the immortal she represented. 
The most heroic figure on the stage, witha 
martial aspect vying with that of Wotan 
himself. Then she sang and forthwith Wag- 
ner was justified in the mind of his least 
poetic hearer. 


Like a Trumpet Cail. 

Hoyotoho! hoyotoho! heiaha! heiaha! heia- 
ha! hahel! hahei! hoyohei!” As she passed 
over the crag the wild call echoed to the gal- 
leries, clear and strong like the call of a 
trumpet. It was a throat of brass; Brtn- 
hilde was safe. There is no other phrase in 
the part that is either as melodious or as 
exacting as this one. 

Lehmann’s rendering of it was electrical 
and a vigorous applause broke forth in the 
orchestra seats, which was hissed by some 
German auditors in the gallery, who were 
no less enthusiastic, but were able to re- 
strain their approval until the curtain fell, 
when they made ample amends. 

The house was largely Teutonic except in 
the parterre boxes, which were filled with 
the familiar faces and toilets of the regular 
Metropolitan subscribers. The wearers of 
these toilets were unmoved, at least in ap- 
pearance, by the idea of the music drama,“ 
as Wagner called it. They were the same 
people who came to applaud De Reszke and 
Melba, and they came this time to applaud 
Lehmann, not Wagner. 

Triumph for Ernst Kraus. 

At the end of the first act Ernst Kraus, 
the new tenor Siegmund, lover of Sieglinde, 
warmed up the audience for Lehmann, who 
made her first appearance in the second act. 
Kraus sang himself into high favor, scoring 
a splendid triumph in the scene where he 
leaps on’*a table, pulls the magic sword 
from the tree at Hunding’s House, and leaps 
down again, singing all the time, a feat 
Wagner had not made too easy for him. 

Kraus was magnificent in this scene an-“ 
was called before the curtain six times, the 
last time to pick up a tiny bunch of violets 
impulsively thrown from a box, which he 
gallantly presented to Joanna Godski, who 
shared the honors with him as Seiglinde, the 
erring wife of Hunding. 

The other principal singers rendered their 
roles in a manner worthy of high praise, 
and the work of the orchestra, under the

VOLUNTEERS OF AMERICA CELEBRATE. 


Ballington Booth Observes the First 
Anniversary of His Order—Prayer 
for the Salvation Army. 


New York, March 8.—[Special.]—Balling- 
ton Booth celebrated the first anniversary 
of the Volunteers of America tonight. The 
celebration was marked by three events— 
the commissioning of the 500th officer, the 
enrollment of the 1,200th member of the 
Volunteer Prison League, and the enroll- 
ment of the 3,000th defender or member of 
the auxiliary corps. The enthusiastic mem- 
bers waved the Stars and Stripes at every 
outburst, especially when Ballington and 
Maud Booth entered amid great cheering. 

The Rev. J. G. Hallimond prayed for bles- 
sings and prosperity on the Salvation Army, 
Gen. Booth and all his family, and the audi- 
ence said Amen in a way that showed 
they felt kindly towards the old army and 
old leaders. 

In his address Ballington Booth regretted 


the publication in the newspapers of the 


letter written by him to his father during 
the revolt last year, which had been printed 
for private distribution. In reviewing one 
year’s progress of the Volunteers, Command- 
er Booth said that the records showed 160 
posts and 3.680 soldiers and recruits, not 
including the Pacific coast regiment, from 
which the reports had not been received. 
The 1,200th member of the Prison League 
could not be present because he is occupy- 
ing a cell in Sing Sing, but Mrs. Booth 
said he was celebrating there just the same. 


SWEDISH FUGITIYE KILLS HIMSELF. 


Johann Gustav Rinblad of King Os- 
car’s Army Commits Suicide 
in the Astor House. 


New York, March 8.—({Special.]—As a Dep- 
uty United States Marshal bearing a war- 
rant for his arrest was knocking at the door 
of his room in the Astor House this after- 
noon and demanding admittance, Johann 
Gustav Rinblad, a Swedish fugitive from 
justice, committed suicide by shooting him- 
self in the head. 

Rinblad was regiment intendent of Hol- 
land’s battalion at Halmstadt, Sweden. Feb. 
22 he disappeared, stéaling about $3,800 in 
American money. Under the name of John 
Pederson he bought a ticket to Minneapolis, 
Minn. He arrived here on Sunday on the 
St. Louis, and was recognized and shadowed 
by detectives under directions from the 
Swedish Consul here. They followed him to 
the Astor House, Where he registered as G. 
Andersen of Sweden. 

This morning Consul Woxen swore out a 
warrant for Rinbled’s arrest. 


TO DISSOLVE UNLAWFUL COMBINES. 


Several Bills Will Accompany the Lex- 
ow Committee Report—Are Be- 
ing Carefully Drawn. 


Albany, N. T., March 8.—[{Special.]—At 
midnight, after a long conference of the 
Trust committee, Senator Lexow said: 

The report of the committee will be ready 
at 11 o’clock in the morning and will then be 
made public. Nothing will be given out until 
then. We are working on it now. 

Several bills will accompany the report. 
They will be carefully drawn tonight, and 
will have no constitutional defects, such as 
the two in the Robbins bill of last year, 
which Gov. Morton refused to sign. These 
bills are intended to meet the conditions 
which were discovered by the investigations 
of the committee and will be so drawn. 6 
bills will provide the means to dissolve any 
unlawful combinations of capitalists to con- 
trol products and prices, and will remedy 
the conditions as to such which now exist.’’ 

Takes Poison at a Hotel.

MRS. ALICE MEYNELL’S BRIGHT ES- 
SAYS ON “ THE CHILDREN.” 


Charm of Style and Freshmess Perme- 
ates the Book and ‘Leads One On 
Even Through Chapters That Rare- 
ly Escape Mediocrity—Clever Say- 
ings of Children—First Jest Unded- 


Little Girl Who Wants a New Dress. 


HE first book printed 
by Will H. Bradley 
at his Wayside 
Press is Mre. Alice 
Meynell’s volume of 
essays on The 
Children (Lane). 
It is as daintily art- 
istic as was to be 
expected from a 
bookmaker of Mr. 
Bradley's tastes. 
But the proofreader 
—he seems to have 


Mrs. Alice Meynell. fallen by the Way- 
side Press. 


As a whole Mrs. Meynell's book on children 
will not quite rank with the volume on The 
Color of Life.“ But, though the texture of 
the work is a trifle thinner one finds in it the 
same charm and suggestiveness. There is an 
almost intangible quality in Mrs. Meynell’s 
prose that leads one on from page to page 
to the very end, even while we are protest- 
ing that this is not particularly new or brill- 
lant. A child in a broad field of cowslips 
feels*the same spell. 

When we come to analyze this charm it 18 
found to consist in a fastidious use of words 
in just the right way to give each thought 
a slightly new twist, turning up a bright affd 
unwgrn selvage of what in common hands 
would have remained a frayed and faded 
conventionalism. Hence the constant esthet- 
ic and intellectual titillation—the sense of 
new and pretty things that must all be gath- 
ered and enjoyed. 

If any proof were lacking to show that 
Mrs. Meynell is an exceptional woman it 
would be foundinthisfact: She generalizes 
on babies. Imagfhe a mother actually con- 
sidering babies en bloc! Men could do it— 
men with the black sin upon their souls of 
having told each and every young mother 
of their acquaintance that her baby was, as 
she knew, the finest they ever laid eyes on. 
But mere is a mother who talks rationally 
and charmingly of children in general, and 
who says absolutely none of the common- 
place sentimentalisms about them. 

We have seen more pointed and clever 
child-sayings than Mrs. Meynell quotes, 
though some of these are good, as that of the 
4-year-old girl who wrote to her distant 
cousin: I hope you enjoy yourself with 
your loving dolls“; or that of the boy, still 
younger, who wanted his mother to come 
down from her heights and play with him 
on the floor: Mother, do be a lady frog; 
or that of the little girl who wished for “a 
hundred dolls and a Whistle,“ and who woke 
up crying because she dreamed her brother 
“had swallowed a bead into his nose.“ 
There is also unconscious humor in the 
error of the child who branded all improb- 
able tales as cotton-wool stories, and a 
delicious parody of the collecting mania in 
the act of a little girl who went about with 
a sharp lookout on all the proper names 
over shop windows and suddenly announced: 
began three weeks ago next Monday, 
mother, and I have got thirty-nine.” ‘“* Thir- 
ty-nine what?“ Smiths.“

ise of manhood. Now, since we have come 
to see a beauty in the very processes of 
change, childhood is in itself a thing of 
beauty. * 

The chapter on the frolicsomeness of chil- 
dren at the hour of summer dusk is among 
the best. She ‘traces the kittenish alertness 
of children at twilight to prehistoric asso- 
ciations. 

The children lie in ambush and fall upon one an- 
other in the mimicry of hunting. The sudden out- 
break of action is complained of as a defiance and 
a rebellion. The entertainers are tired and the 
children are to go home. But, with more or less 
life and fire, they strike some blow for liberty. 
It may be the impotent revolt of the ineffectual 
child or the stroke of the conqueror; but some- 
thing, something is done for freedom under the 
early stars. 

Mrs. Meynell reminds us that “ the first 
intelligible jest of jesting man is found in 
„something which approaches quickly and 
withdraws. That is the sort of humor at 
which a child first laughs. She also records 
the fact that the infant never looks you in 
the eyes. His first attention is devoted to 
the hat or hair of his visitors, and not to 
their faces. 

She tells of the good-natured mother, in 
one of George Eliot's novels, who confesses 
that when she administers justice she is 


hair because they look so much more inno- 
cent than the rest. The fair-haired child 
rules supreme in England, and in France it 
is still worse. No French child dare show 
his face in a book—prose or poetry—without 
blue eyes and fair hair.“ Mrs. Meynell takes 
upon herself the task of arousing some be- 
lated sentiment for the neglected dark- 
haired child, and does it with a delightful 
combination of seriousness and badinage. 
The author becomes the droll confessor of 
children and tells how they are bored and 
how long the hours and days and years are 


to them: 

You have no reason, looking back, to believe 
your great aunts wore bonnets for great and in- 
definite spaces of time. But, to your sense as 
‘a child, long and changing and developing days saw 
the same harassing artificial flowers hoisted up 
with the same black lace. And so with a dress. 
For you it had always existed, and there was no 
promise of its ceasing. You seemed to have been 
aware of it for years. By the way, there would 
be less cheap reproving of little girls for desiring 
new clothes if the censors knew how immensely 
old their old clothes are to them. 

Mrs. Meynell has more serious words, as 
when she makes it clear that humil!.y-is 
not a childlike quallty—“ the boast of a child 
is thejfrankest thing in the world - but 
that at is the sweet and entire forgiveness 
of children who ask pity for their sorrows 
from those who havg caused them,” which 
men and women are urged to learn of a child. 
The bock is one that will especially appeal 
to the mother who also has a delicate literary 


taste.

In 1894 the Senators and Representatives 


| from South Carolina voted for an income 


tax law with a $4,000 exemption. . That ex- 
empticn was made so high in order that 
few citizens of that State and of other South- 
ern States would be obliged to pay any- 
thing under it. The intention was that 
nearly all the money which it was expected 
the tax would produce, and which was to be 
expended by the National Government in 
all sections of the country, should be con- 
tributed by the North Atlantic States and 
those of the middle West. To the great 
discontent of the South Carolinians the Su- 
preme Court held the law unconstitutional. 
Recently the South Carolina Legislature de- 
cided to have an income tax to raise money 
for State purposes. But the exemption was 
not fixed at $4,000. It was admitted that 
that was too high a figure; that it would 
limit too much the number of income tax 
payers, and would be an unjust discrimi- 
nation. So the exemption was lowered to 
$1,200. But if the Legislature had been 
Grafting a national income tax law it would 
have stood by the $4,000 provision, for that 
would have exempted most South Caro- 
linians.

GREECE REPLIES TO THE POWERS. 
The reply of Greege to the identical 
notes of the powers has been received at 
the various capitals, and it proves to be a 
much less defiant document than was gen- 
erally expected. The previous declaration 
of officials at Athens that Greece would re- 
fuse to withdraw her forces from Crete has 
been carried out, but in a way that seems 
to offer abundant opportunity for advan- 
tageous compromise, The demand of the 
powers called simply for the withdrawal of 
the Greek troops from the Island of Crete 
and the Greek fleet from Cretan waters. 
Greece offers to obey the mandate regard- 
ing the fleet, but, although she points out 
that it would be impossible to withdraw the 
troops, she expresses a willingness to place 
them under the control of the powers to re- 
store order. This ought to prove satisfac- 
tory to the powers, for it practically makes 
the Greek troops their own, and, moreover, 
the reply has a general conciliatory tone 
that seenis to preclude any intention on the 
part of Greece of resisting the spirit of the 
powers’ ultimatum. 

The reply is said to recognize in flattering 
terms that the powers have been actuated 
only by high aims, but it makes the sugges- 
tion that the Cretans be allowed to choose 
their own government and thus determine 
finally whether they really prefer autonomy, 
as claimed by the powers. It is clear that 
Greece has succeeded in injecting into a re- 
fusal to obey the powers so much of diplo- 
matic compromise that her position has been 
materially strengthened. She has adhered 
to the only two points she has claimed—the 
right to have troops in Crete for the pur- 
pose of holding the fanatical Mussulmans in 
check and the right of the Cretans to choose 
what form of government they will have. 
The former position she adheres to rigidly, 
for, since the business of her troops in 
Crete is only to preserve order, it is natural- 
ly immaterial to Greece whether they are 
under the control of the powers or not, so 
long as order is preserved. Nevertheless, 
there is an apparent concession made in the 
offer to submit to such control, which gives 
the powers a favorable opening to recede 
from the letter of their demand. 

Regarding the proposition that the Cre- 
tans be given the privilege to choose their 
own form of government, Greece of course 
can go no further than urge the suggestion. 
It seems to be an adroit answer, however, 
to the statement Sf the powers that Crete 
really prefers autonomy, for if the powers 
are sincere in that belief they can have no 
objection to submitting the proposition to a 
vote. 

The general tone of the reply of Greece 
shows that the nation has no intention of 


declaring war on Turkey, and that the 
preparations for conflict have been made 
doubtless for purposes of defense in case 
an attempt should be made to humiliate her 
beyond endurance. Although the danger is 
not entirely past, it seems fair to assume 
that this latest European war scare will now 
gradually fade away into harmless diplo- 
„ Te Sas. 
CLOSING SALOONS ON SUNDAY. 

As is their custom in the month of March 
in those years when a Mapor is to be elect- 
ed some blind fanatics and the secretaries 
or “ walking delegates of fanatical organ- 
izations have begun pestering the Mayor- 
alty candidates with the old question as to 
whether they will pledge themselves to close 
the saloonson Sunday if elected. 

The question is a vain and idle one be- 
cause the charter does not require the Mayor 
to close the saloons on the first day of the 
week. He has not under it any lawful 
power to close them, except where they have 
violated the conditions on which licenses 
are granted to them. 

Were the Mayor to overstep the law and 
resort to arbitrary measures the courts 
would enjoin him. If the most fanatical 
Sunday saloon closer were installed as 
Mayor he would find Sut that it was not in 
his power to carry out the “reform” he 
had set his heart on. 

Over a year ago the La Salle County 
grand jury indicted the Mayor of the City 
of La Salle because he did not close the sa- 
loons on Sunday. That they were in the 
habit of selling liquor on that day was ad- 
mitted. But when the case came up for 
trial the Circuit Court Judge quashed the 
indictment, holding that it was not the duty 
of the Mayor to enforce the Sunday-closing 
law, and hence he had not been derelict in 
the discharge of the duties of his office. 

The men who are questioning Hesing, 
Harlan, and Sears about this matter, and 
who will also interrogate Trude or Harrison 
or whoever may be the Democratic nominee, 
should read the decision in this La Salle 
County case. It was made last year by 
Judge Pillsbury and was published in Tue 
Tripunpe. They will learn therefrom that 
the Mayor’s duty is the enforcement of city 
ordinances and not of State laws. 

There is a State law which declares that— 


Whoever keeps open any tippling house, or place 
where liquor is sold, or given away, on the first 
day of the week, common}y, called Sunday, shall 

be fined not exceeding 


If any person commits this particular mis- 
demeanor he can be arrested on a warrant 
and brought before a Justice of the Peace. 
The defendant can demand a jury. The 
probabilities are that in a city like this, 
where 90 per cent of the population do not 
object to the use of liquor, he will be ac- 
quitted, unless the jury is packed—which 
would be quite improper. 

Or a prosecutor, having collected his evi- 
dence, can go before a grand jury. If it in- 
dicts, then the defendant is entitled to a 
trial in the Criminal Court. If convicted 
there, by the unanimous verdict of twelve 
men, he can take an appeal to the higher

irritating the powers to the extent of 
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proceed against sinning saloonkeepers in the 
manner indicated above. So can any 
Mayor, but he would have to do so as a pri- 
vate citizen and not as Mayor. 

Why do not these men, who have not a 
word to say about the sale of liquor on Sun- 
days until about six weeks before election 
day, set the machinery of the.law in motion? 
It would call for some little exertion. It 
would be necessary to secure evidence that 
liquor actually was sold or given away. 
But men laboring for what they consider a 
rightequs cause do not begrudge the expend- 
iture of a little time and money. 

These pestilent marplots will not work. 
They find it easier to talk. To ask ques- 
tions is more to their taste than to endeavor 
to enforce the statute they eulogize. They 
are mischief-makers, not moral reformers. 
Some of them are simply agitating to earn 
the wages paid them as secretaries. None 
of them is deeply in earnest or he would 
not be heard from only about election time, 


JUDGE SEARS AND SUNDAY SALOONS. 

Judge Sears addressed a meeting at Wil- 
lard Hall yesterday. He defined his posi- 
tion on the subject of civil service reform, 
etc., as on previous occasions, and also 
stated clearly and concisely his attitude on 
the closing of saloons on Sunday. His 
language was as follows: 

I will not. promise to close saloons on Sunday. 
Any candidate who tells you that he will in the 
form of a promise is either a demagogue or he 
knows in his own heart that he will not be elect- 
ed and that the promise is not binding. The 
Mayor of Chicago has his hands full looking after 
the duties of his office, the enforcement of civil 
service, and the other duties incumbent on the 
Chief Executive, without becoming an ex-officio 
State’s-Attorney. I will lend my ability, but I 
will not promise to do that which I regard as im- 
possible. 

Evidently Judge Sears is learned in the 
law. He knows that it is the duty of State 
officers like the State’s-Attorney to look 
after the enforcement of State laws and the 
punishment of those who break them, and 
that it is the duty of a Mayor to stick to 
municipal affaips, which he is elected to 
look after. 

The Mayor of such a city as Chicago finds 
all his time so occupied that he has no leisure 
hours in which to play the part of an, ama- 
teur prosecutor of men who sell liquor on 
Sundays. Those who besiege Mayoralty 
candidates with questions about the closing 
of Sunday saloons should address them to 
candidates for the position of State’s-Attor- 
ney, if to anybody. 

A Mayor cannot enforce the Sunday-¢los- 
ing statute because it is impossible—not be- 
cause he has too few policemen, as Mr. 
Hesing weakly stated, but because he has 
not the legal authority to do so. It is not 
his business.

BRYANISM AND STATE BANK DEPOSITS 

The condition of the Illinois State banks 
on the 13th of last month serves to illustrate 
what would be the effect of the 16 to 1 propo- 
sition on the people of this State. The fig- 
ures, as given in the report of the Auditor, 
show individual deposits, subject to check, 
to the amount of a little more than 50 mill- 
ions and savings deposits and certificates 
of deposit amounting to about 38 millions 
more, making a total of about 90 millions 
in deposits. This is offset by 741% millions 
in leans and discounts and other resources of 
various character. 

This sum of 90 millions was deposited by 
nearly 200,000 persons, the depositors in 
savings banks being about equal, probably, 
to those in the commercial banks, because 
deposits in the former génerally average 
only about one-half of those in the latter. 
The large majority of these depositors were 
men, although some, of course, were women 
and children, and many of these men were 
Democrats who voted last year for Bryan 
for President, and consequently for Bryan's 
cheap silver 60-cent dollar policy. 

Let as suppose that Bryan was elected 
and that the new Congress was in session 
now for the purpose of carrying out this 
Bryan program by the enactment of the 
laws necessary for the purpose. What 
would be the state of mind of these de- 
positors in the State banks of Illinois? 
What would be the feelings of those men, 
belonging to both commercial and working 
classes, when they saw that the purchasing 
power of each and every dollar was cut 
down one-half, and that consequently the 
dollars which they had deposited in sav- 
ings and other banks had shrunk one-half in 
value? What would be the feeling among 
the storekeepers, merchants, dealers in 
produce, etc., not only in Chicago but 
in every county throughout the State where 
there are State banks and where there are 
people with money thus stored away? What 
would be the feeling of the mechanics and 
workmen of Chicago and every other com- 
munity—those men who put their earnings 
in the savings banks, where the capitalists 
don't deposit? The working classes would 
be hit the hardest. Fancy what the condi- 


State when the people awakened to the 
fact that one-half of their State bank de- 
posits, amounting to 45 millions of dollars, 
had been annihilated at a blow. Picture 
the consternation and despair that would 
spread over various communities. 

Suppose, again, that some member of the 
Legislature should introduce a bill this 
week providing for the confiscation of one- 
half of the money deposited in the banks 
chartered by the State and under its con- 
trol, without any provision for the com- 
pensation of those whose property was to be 
taken away. What a furious outcry would 
be raised. The voice of the people would be 
heard on all sides serving notice on the 
members of the Legislature that any one 
who voted for such an infamous measure 
would sacrifice his political and social stand- 
ing for all time to come. Such a turmoil 
would ensue that even the most obstinate, 
the most partisan, and the most corrupt 
legislators would be intimidated and back 
down. 

Yet the principle of this assumed bill is 
the nub of the policy advocated by Altgeld 
and Bryan. It is the principle that actuated 
the Bryan leaders in the recent Presidential 
campaign. It is the principle on which Alt- 
geld insists his party must put in the field 
the Democratic candidate for Mayor this 
spring. But in the case of this assumed bill 
the author is made to state openly and with 
brutal directness just what the measure is 
intended toaccomplish. AkKgeld and Bryan, 
on the contrary, hide their purposes as 
well as they can. They dare not come out 
in a straightforward avowal of their rascal- 
ly plans. They do not claim they have any 
right to plunder the laboring classes of their 
hard-earned money, because it would be 
impossible to give any reason why this 
plundering should be permitted, and because 
every workingman would vote against them. 
So Altgeld talks about gold dollars being 
worth 200 cents and about the necessity of 
reducing the country to the Mexican dollar 
basis, hoping thus to divert attention from

THE NEW TARIFF. 

At the close of February the Wilson tariff 
law had been in force two years and a half. 
It failed to produce revenue enough by 130 
millions to meet the expenditures of the gov- 
ernment. There has been an average defi- 
clency of $144,000 a day. 

It is not surprising that there was a 
shrinkage in customs receipts last year. 
The Bryan campaign scared the importers. 
But the campaign is over and Bryan has 
been defeated and the permanency of the 
gold standard assured. But the customs 
revenues do not increase. The receipts for 
last. January fell five millions below those 
for January, 1895. 

All the cheerful predictions of Secretary 
Carlisle have been falsified. It is apparent 
that the Wilson law is an utter failure from 
a révenue-producing point of view. Even 
if the volume of dutiable imports had not 
fallen off at heavily as was the case that em- 
bodiment of Democratic incapacity would 
not have defrayed the expenses of the gov- 
ernment. 0 a 

But neither would the McKinley law, 
with its free sugar provisions, have done so. 
It is true that the customs receipts for the 
first two and a half years of the McKinley 
law exceeded by 100 millions those of the 
Wilson Jaw for the same length of time. 
But if the McKinley duties had been levied 
on the diminished imports of 1895 and 1896 
they would not have produced enough rev- 
enue. The surplus for the fiscal year 1892 
was only ten millions. 

The fact must not be lost sight of that 
during the last six years the United States 
has learned to make a good many articles 
which it used to import in whole or in great 
part. That is notably the case with metal 
products. The total imports now hardly ex- 
ceed the duties collected in 1889. There- 
fore the old duties will not produce the old 
revenue. 

Then it is idle to expect that any immedi- 


mul 


ate revenue can be obtained from articles 


now on the free list which may be made 
dutiable. Three years ago, nearly, the 
sugar trust stripped bare the sugar markets 
of the world and hurried its purchases into 
the United States in anticipation of the day 
when the sugar duty was to go into effect. 
What the trust did then the wool dealers are 
doing now. 

Before wool can be made dutiable such 
immense stocks will be stored up in this 
country that it will not be necessary to im- 
port any for a year at least. Then there 
will be no revenue from wool. And as sur- 
pluses keep down prices the American sheep- 
owners will find to their disgust that they 
are getting only a cent or two more a pound 
for their product. 

The present Congress has made heavy 
appropriations for the ensuing fiscal year. 
The next Congress will have to provide the 
revenue to meet those appropriations, and 
also the heavy ones which it will no doubt 
make for the succeeding fiscal years. It is 
doubtful whether the revenue needed to 
cover the necessary and unnecessary ex- 
penditures which Congress will authorize 
can be obtained if the scope of the tariff is 
not widened. 

It may be found absolutely necessary to 
put moderate duties on tea and coffee as well 
as on wool, to increase somewhat the duties 
on raw sugar, which never was cheaper 
than now, and also to double the beer tax. 
The great merit of t ter proposition is 
that the brewers wi wot be able to stock 
up in anticipation of’an increased tax, as 
importers can do. The importers are get- 
ting ready to do so now. 


BRYAN’S MONETARY THEORIES. 

In his recent lecture on “ Bimetallism ” 
at New Haven Bryan repeated the “ funda- 
mental principle” enunciated so often by 
him during the late campaign that the prices 
prevailing in a country are determined by 
the quantity of money in it. He refuses still 
to admit that the prices of commodities are 
governed by the law of supply and demand 
and holds fast to his quantity of money 
theory. 3 

There is no doubt that prices in any one 
country, as quoted in its currency, are 
affected by an increase in the volume of its 
currency, accompanied by an impairment of 
its value. For, while Bryan will not admit 
it, the quality and not the quantity of money 
is what chiefly affects prices. 

In the United States prices are measured 
now by a gold dollar of 231-5 grains. If 
two or three billions of half-value silver dol- 
lars were to be minted, or as many billions 
of scrip emitted, prices in this country would 
take a sudden jump, because they would be 
measured by poorer money, and not because 
there was more money. 

But no matter how high those new prices 
might be American commodities would not 
exchange for more foreign commodities 
than before. The value of the former would 
not be appreciated by the change in the 
quantity and quality of American money. 
For whatever financial folly the United 
States might commit gold would remain the 
standard money metal of the civilized world 
and in all international transactions the 
value of American products would be meas- 
ured in gold. 

Bryan is not ignorant of this. He knows 
that gold is the mercantile money of the 
world. It is clear enough to him, though he 
does not choose to admit it, that if by reason 
of a debasement of the currency American 
wheat worth now $800 should be quoted 
here as worth $1,600 the holder could not 
get more than $800 for it in gold-value 
méney or in commodities. 

Bryan disregards the quality of money. 


He disregards also the fact that the quan- 


tity of money needed by one or more coun- 
tries depends on the extent to which substi- 
tutes for money are used in carrying on 
business. If there were no bills of exchange 
much more gold would be required to settle 
international trade balances than is required 
now. If checks and drafts were not so 
much used in this country. more money 
would be needed to do business with. 

So the money, the volume of which reg- 
ulates prices, is not merely the gold coin 
and the silver and paper money kept at par 
with it, but also that credit money which 
does duty as a substitute for coin and paper. 
There is far more of that credit money in 
highly tivilized countries like the United 
States, England, and Germany than there 
is of the other kind. 

Keeping this fact in mind, it is easy to 
see the absurdity of Bryan’s contention that 
“ gold has too much work to do,” and has 
0 ted by reason of its scarcity.” 
The stock of coined gold is increasing at the 
rate of about 3 per cent a year. The world’s 
population is increasing only about 1 per 
cent a year. The use of credit money asa 
substitute for gold is on the increase con-

gold-using countries. Gold is so much more 
abundant than it was that it has depre- 
ciated in value and will continue undoubted- 
ly to do so. 

The prices of commodities have fallen in 
spite of the depreciation in the value of 


gold. For that depreciation has been much 


more than offset by reductions in cost of pro- 
duction, cheaper transportation, greatly in- 
creased production, etc. 

Bryah's recipe for restoring the old prices 
in the United States is to have them quoted 
in cheap silver. But how will that benefit 
the producers? The value of their goods 
will continue to be fixed by the commercial 
money standard of the world, 

But Bryan does not have in mind the wel- 
fare of the producers. He does not want 
cheap money in order to give them high 
nominal prices so much as to give dishonest 
debtors a chance to cheat their creditors by 
paying them 50-cent dollars in lieu of the 
100-cent dollars they owe. That is the nub 
of Bryan’s monetary policy. 


DEATH OF MRS, HENRY WARD BEECHER, 
The death of Mrs. Henry Ward Beecher 
at fhe home of her daughter in Stamford, 
Conn., came at the end of a long battle be- 
tween her strong constitution and an inex- 
orable illness. She passed away at the age 
of 85 years, on the tenth anniversary of the 
death of ‘her famous husband, and she 
seems to have made a special effort to 
stretch out her span of life to that day. 

In the years fhat Mrs. Beecher was 
alone she added greatly to the general appre- 
ciation of her goodness and greatness. This 
was accomplished largely in literary labors, 
her subjects being chosen mostly from the 
domestic realm. But at no time can it be 
said that she lived exclusively in the shadow 
of her husband’s name. She was too much 
an inspiration in his work, too thoroughly 
a support in adversity, a helper in days of 
material struggle, and a gracious comple- 
ment of his life, to rest under such an im- 
putation. Mrs. Beecher is remembered yet 
in Lawrenceburg, Ind., where her husband 


. began his clerical work at a salary of $300 


a year. Then it was her pleasure to do the 
housework and take in sewing to add tothe 
scanty income. Her lot improved later in 
Indianapolis, and when the young preacher 
went to Brooklyn to begin his real life work 
she was at his side then and afterward, 
keeping almost equal pace in his advance- 
ment. 

Mrs. Beecher was possessed of a strong 
and striking personality that won fast 
friendships. She had so varied an environ- 
ment, passing gradually from comparative 
poverty up to the ‘point where she could 
satisfy any ordinary desire, that she was 
peculiarly able to sympathize with both the 
hopes and disappointments of the people 
with whom she came in contact. But she 
was able through everything to nourish con- 
stantly her literary talent, so that her men- 
tal vigor was not sacrificed, even to the de- 
mands made on her time and resources 
by a family of eight children. Her life 
throughout was typical of the best attri- 
butes of American womanhood, and her loss 
will be felt not only by those who were 
fortunate enough to be numbered among her 
friends and acquaintances, but by that large 
circle of women who have been stimulated 
to nobler effort by the wisdom which has per- 
meated her literary work.

A Good Law. 

New York Sun: With Mr. Cleveland’ssig- 
nature, which was affixed during the present 
week, the bill providing a limited indemnity 
for the loss of registered letters has become 
alaw. That this legislation is wise there can 
be no doubt. Strictly speaking, it is not ex- 
perimental, since the system is in successful 
operation in other countries, and there is 
no reason why it should not be equally suc- 
cessful here. As to its justice there can also 
hardly be two opinions. Registry is resorted 
to solely as a means of additional recurity 
for the letter or package. The registration 
fee is paid as a sort of insurance; but if the 
government fails to give that extra security 
and perhaps furnishes even less safety than 
the ordinary mail would have supplied, the 
loser seems fairly entitled to some indem- 
nity. The express companies do their busi- 
ness on a recognition of this principle, and 
find their profit in it. 

We have little doubt that, apart from the 

question of equity involved, the governmert 
will in like manner find the new law profit- 
able from a business point of view. The 
maximum of indemnity on any single regis- 
try is fixed at $10, and presumably the regu- 
lations of the postoffice will be so drawn as 
to prevent the payment of that maximum, if 
possible, where it is not due. The registered 
mail is now known to be one of the most 
profitable parts of the service, yielding re- 
markably large net returns in proportion to 
the business done, where other parts are 
conducted either at a slight profit or at a 
decided loss. Again, the cases in which reg- 
istered mail packages are lost and not recov- 
ered form only a minute fraction of the 
whole. It is calculated that, even on the 
present basis of the registered mail service, 
indemnities could be paid, with a great sur- 
plus of earnings.

SAYS THE PENSION LAW IS INVALID. 


Otto C. Schneider Considers the Teach- 
ers’ Statute a Species of Class Leg- 
islation—Other Opinions. 


President Halle’s views in regard to the 
school teachers’ pension law are not shared 
by all the members, nor all the German 
members, of the Board of Education. 

Otto C. Schneider said concerning the law 
yesterday: 

I have given this subject considerable re- 
flection, and the conclusion I reach is that 
it is unconstitutional and cannot stand. It 
lays a different tax on a number of people 
and affords them exactly the same benefit. 
Those who pay the lightest tax also pay it 
for five years less than those who pay the 
larger tax. It seems to me that any one 
might see at a glance that this is unjust 
and that the law is class legislation. If it 
ever gets into the courts they certainly will 
pronounce it unconstitutional and void. I 
think a test case ought to be brought as soon 
as possible. There are a number of teach- 
ers who have no objection to it if it is con- 
stitutional, but who dread letting it run on 
for years and then find out that everything 
that has been done has been illegal. Even 
if they can ever recover the money which 
they have been assessed, and which has 
been paid to and spent by the retired teach- 
ers, they do not want to be kept out of it so 
long and be subjected to the trouble of re- 
covering it again. Of course those who do 
not like the law anyway feel still worse 
about it. 

I sympathize with those teachers who 
object to the board first compelling them 
to join a mutual benefit society, supported 
entirely out of their funds, and then exer- 
clsing complete control over it. Iam warm- 
ly in favor of some mutual benefit associa- 
tion among the teachers, but I think it ought 
to be independent and voluntary. Let the 
teachers get this law out of the way and 
then organize a regularly incorporated 
mutual benefit association among them- 
selves on equitable and business principles, 
and they may expect great good from it.“ 
Joseph W. Errant, President of the Pension 
Board of Trustees, said he would not ex- 
press an opinion on the constitutionality of 
the pension law, but he thought it would 
have to beamended. Hesaid this with great 
emphasis, as if he thought it out of the 
question to attempt to make the law work in 
its present shape. 

A reporter for THe TRIBUNE visited yes- 
terday the North Division High School to 
learn the feeling of the teachers there in re- 
gard to the law, and soon learned that Prin- 
cipal Westcott and all his male teachers but 
one were opposed to the law under any cir- 
cumstances. They regard it as grossly un- 
just and oppressive, but would rather be 
without any pension law, however drawn. 
On the other hand, Principal Marshall of 
the Chicago Lawn School said yesterday he 
was warmly in favor of the law as it stood.

LAWYER WILSON SAYS ITS OF NO VALUE 


Will Not Discuss the Lamoreux De- 
cision Seriously and Says It 
WIII Be of No Effect. 


“I can only repeat what I hav been saying 
at frequent intervals since Saturday,”’ said 
Attorney John P. Wilson last night, when 
told of the filing of the decision, “‘ and that 
is that I am utterly and absolutely indiffer- 
ent on the subject.

MEDICAL MISSION SCHOOL IS CLOSED. 


Directors Shut Up the International In- 
stitute After a Stubborn Con- 
test in the Board. N 


The Board of Directors of the Interna- 
tional Medical Mission Institute, No. 2221 
Wabash avenue, which has beeh teaching 
medicine to foreign missionaries of different 
denominations, has decided to close the in- 
stitution. This conclusion was reached only 
after a stubborn factional fight in which 
Supt. 8. D. Ebersole was charged with mis- 
management, ignoring and overriding re- 
quests of the directors, and failure to pre- 
sent regular itemized financial statements. 

The trouble has been growing for some 
time. Last fall several of the directors re- 
signed, and several physicians of the city 
who had been on the staff of instructors 
dropped out of ‘the work. The institution 
had been supported by voluntary contribu- 
tions, but these fell off in amount and the 
scope of the work had to be reduced. 

Then Dr. J. C. McPherson entered serious 
charges against the management. These 
were denied, and the Board of Directors 
split into factions. Dr. Ebersole offered his 
resignation as Superintendent a month ago. 
lt was accepted, and Dr. McPherson was 
elected to his office. Mrs. Lucinda Saunders, 
who has acted as matron, resigned a week 
ago, though she still retained her office as 
director. 

When the board met last week a resolu- 
tion was adopted to iclose both the hospital 
and the institute. There were ten patients 
in the hospital at that time, and, with the 
exception of one, all have since been re- 
moved to other institutions. 

Whether the hospital and the school, or 
either, will be reopened remains to be set- 
tled. Dr. McPherson says they will not, at 
any rate under the present incorporated 
name, but Dr. Ebersole says they will be 
reopened in the fall. 

The institution was meant to fill a novel 
place when it was founded two years ago. 
It was interdenominational. Prominent 
ministers were secured as lecturers. As the 
number of students increased thie need for a 
hospital in connection with the institution 
was met. So matters went on till Dr. C. F. 
Friend, the house physician, pointed out 
to the directors what he thought to be errors 
in the management. Then the investigation 
was begun which resulted, first, in the dis- 
placing of Dr. Ebersole as President and his 
appointment as Superintendent, and then 
in the permanent closing. 

Dr. McPherson made the following state- 
ment concerning the difficulties of the insti- 
tution: 

For one year the board has been fighting 
to get such reperts out of Dr. Ebersole as 
the directors thought they were entitled to 
receive. We had no idea where we stood 
financially. After repeated futile efforts 
to get the information we sought from Dr. 
Ebersole committees were appointed which 
found just one thing—that we were badly 
in debt. I should say we owe $2,000. ith 
the exception of Dr. Ebersole and Mrs. 
Saunders, the other directors thought the 
institution should be closed and the creditors 
notified of the exact standing of affairs, and 
that is what is being done now. Apparently 
there had been unwarranted extravagance.” 
Dr. Ebersole denied the allegations of mis- 
management. 

„The books will show that all the money 
received has been put to the proper use,“ 
he said. ‘‘ I deny that I have not made reg- 
ular reports of the financial matters pertain- 
ing to the institution. I am sureI have done 
nothing which could afford a basis for the 
charges of the directors. I think there can 
be no question that the institution will re- 
open in the fall.“ : 

Mrs. Saunders, the ex-matron, is now so- 
liciting for the Florence Crittenton Beulah 
Home, No, 474 Fullerton avenue. She was 
not there, however, yesterday afternoon. 

Dr. E. T. Allen, formerly a director, but 
who withdrew from the institution in Jan- 
uary, said yesterday he did so because he 
was not satisfied with the way the institu- 
tion was managed. “It was a one-man 
Afkalr,“ he said.

All the highest grade dogs 
will be quartered in aristrocratic partitioned 
seclusion from the lesser lights of canine so- 
clety. 

The chief interest of the public in the pres- 
ent show will probably be watching the dog 
which is to become the women’s pet and the 
favorite of society in place of the spaniel 
Which seems to have finished its day. 

The honest, faithful, affectionate, and 

handsome collies; the fox-terriers, with 
their strong points of form and affection, and 
the Boston terriers, with their delicate faces 
and silken love knots, will run a triangular 
race for the blue ribbon.

The chorus of loud, conflicting, but high- 
toned canine melodies which greeted the 
visitors as they entered was suggestive of 
the din in the wheat-pit of the Chicago Poard 
of Trade. Every dog seemed to want to have 
a say and to say it without waiting for his 
turn. 

A walk down the aisles convinced one it 
was indeed an international assemblage of 
the purest breeds of every’nation. English 
setters, Scotch collies, Irish pointers, Span- 
ish terriers, French poodles, German dachs- 
hunde, Swiss St. Bernards, Italian grey- 
hounds, Russian wolfhounds, Dalmatian 
coaches, ‘‘ Great Danes,“ Japanese spaniels, 
Newfoundlands, Southern bloodhounds, and 
Boston terriers are some of the foreign 
celebrities among the barking delegate=. 

Some of the dogs are worth their weightin 
silver. The flesh and blood of La Prince, 
the pure-breed St. Bernard owned by the 
Argyle Kennels of Little Rock, is given a 
value of $20,000, and his mate, La Princess, 
has a money value of $15,000, Several 
hundred other dogs range from $1,000 to 
$5,000 in price. 

Chicago Animals Prominent.

It seems to me to be easier to teach a 
young man how to become a millionaire 
than how to use his inherited millions. If 
you will take a retrospective view of the 
young men who have inherited the millions 
their fathers or grandfathers worked hard 
to accumulate you will find that very few of 
them have been anything but spendthrifts. 

If I were bringing up a young man to be a 
millionaire, or, to put it differently, if a 
young man whom I was bringing up was to

inherit millions, I should want him to feel 
that he was only a trustee of those millions. 

If his fortune consisted of large factories 
I would bring him up to feel that he must 
continue to run those factories as well as 
himself. 

If his fortune was represented by rail- 
roads, by cattle ranches, by mines, or by 
farms, or by large city real estate, I would 
have him so brought up that he would 
through life manage those interests so they 
would contribute to the material welfare of 
the largest number of people. I would teach 
him that the truest charity is to keep men 
employed, that by managing-his affairs and 
his industries on true business principles he 
is sure to keep his different interests going, 
and in this way keep the largest number of 
men employed. 

He would thus be doing the truest charity— 
giving work to his fellow-man. 

I would have this young man feel that he 
holds these millions only for those who come 
after him, and that to those who are to in- 
herit them after him he must not only leave 
a clear and uncomplicated business account, 
but an untarnished name. 

I would teach him to feel that he is not 
only always responsible for the present, but 
for the future. 

I would strive to have his character so well 
balanced that he would not have his head 
turned by the possession of and the control 
of millions. 

The most comprehensive idea of character, 
as I understand it, is expressed by Novales in 
these words:

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POLICE GARE FOR “CURE” YICTIMS. 


East Chicago Avenue Force Has Sev- 
eral Experiences with Habitual 
Cocaine Users. 


The East Chicago avenue detail has cared 
for a number of men in the last few months 
who say they have contracted the cocaine 
habit through the use of patent cures.” 

The condition of these people, when de- 
prived of the alleged remedy that had proved 
their downfall, or the drug itself, was in 
every case pitiable. All told the same story 
—they had taken the alleged cure for ca- 
tarrh or. headache, had felt relieved by it, 
and had continued its use till they found 
they could not do without it. Finally the 
cocaine in the alleged cure proved insuf- 
ficient to supply their cravings, and they 
had gone to taking the drug itself. 

Most of the cases that have been cared for 
at the East Chicago Avenue Station were 
subsequently taken to the Detention Hos- 
pital. Some of the victims have since be- 
come insane. 

The case of Policeman Mooney of the Lar- 
rabee street detail is the most recent 
and probably the most pitiable. Mooney, 
who has been on the police force for nine 
years and has been a reliable and capable 
man; will appear before the Trial Board to- 
day to tell why he absented himself from 
duty without permission. A year ago he be- 


gan to use a catarrh cure that contained a 
Then he was 
one of the strongest and most robust men on 
the force. Now he has become, through 
the catarrh cure, a physical and mental 
wreck. 

There has been but one victim of the nos- 
trum brought to the Sheffield Avenue Sta- 
tion recently.

Consolidated Building and Savings

@ great campaign. They talked and they 
talked, and after while a lusty-voiced train- 
master yelled *“‘ Chicago and Alton limited, 
all aboard, all aboard.“ Thereupon Tommy 
made a bee line for thetrain.

Active About Department Stores. 

From the time Tommy landed in Spring- 
field down to this writing he has been hust- 
ling about in the interest of the department 
store legislation. The House met, and despite 
the fact there was nothing near a quorum 
the Speaker started up his legislative mill. 
The order of introduction of bills was 
reached and Mr. Nohe heaved in one regulat- 
ing department stores. It is the measure 
drafted by the anti-department store asso- 
ciation, and it appeared in the Chicago 
papers of Friday last. The bill Mr. Nohe in- 
troduced was made up of a clipping from a 
newspaper. In speaking of the matter to- 
night Mr. Nohe said: 

The bill introduced this afternoon is the 
one decided upon by the Cook County Bus!- 
ness-Men’s Association, a committee of 
which is to be here in a few days to have 
this bill introduced and to advocate its early 
passage. It is a well-known fact that two 
weeks ago a caucus of the Kepublican House 
members was held for the purpose of making 
the department store question a party meas- 
ure. While I wasinstrumental in calling the 
caucus, I was absent from its deliberations, 
and therefore unable to preside as its Chair- 
man, to which position I was elected unani- 
mously on Jan. 5, and consequently Mr. 
Selby, Chairman of the steering committee, 
was called upon to act, and by resolution 
instructed to appoint a committee of seven 
to draft a bill and report same as a party 
measure. 

Concludes to Do It Himself. 


“The Acting Chairman having delayed the 
appointment of said committee and thereby 
losing much valuable time, I concluded to act 
on my own responsibility and introduce the 
very measure desired by the Cook County 
Business-Men’s Association and thus facili- 
tate action in the premises. If the Repub- 
licans of the House desire to make this bill 
a party measure they certainly have the 
privilege to do so. If not, I will act in my in- 
dividual capacity as a member of the As- 
sembly and handle it as in my judgment is 

N 

Mr. Nohe's bill was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Municipal Corporations. No con- 
fidence is violated when the statement is 
made that there are those in the House who 
would rather the Senate would first act on 
this important measure. The converse of 
this proposition is equally true. It looked like 
a game of cinch,“ for there is a feeling 
down here in some quarters that the man 
who gets the last crack at the trick can, if 
he be so fortunate as to hold up theggce of 
trumps, land a jack, a ten spot, and Al the 
pedroes of every degree. 

Mr. Selby has the power to appoint acom- 
mittee to prepare an anti-department store 
bill. He got this authority from a caucus, 
Maybe he will execute it and maybe he will 
not. No matter what he does or does not ao, 
Augustus W. Nohe is evidently getting 
ready to make a campaign of his own. From 
present indications there may be two sets of 
bills. in the House and possibly an equal 
number in the Senate. Thereis certain to be 
a fight, and a big one, too. 

Country Members Suspicious. 

A number of country members have come 
in this afternoon and evening. According 
to their talk the measure as now drawn 
hit the average country store, and many of 
them are going to fight the measure. Some 
of them even go to the length of saying they 
will not go into any caucus to consider the 
question, nor will they be bound by the action 
of a caucus on the question. They say that 
it is not a party matter, and they are going 
to vote on individual judgment and inclina- 
tion. Jamieson’s plan isto get up a caucus, 


and bind all.of the Republicans in the House | 


and Senate to support the measure. He 
thinks he can accomplish this by persuading 
the members of the steering committee that 
the issue as made by the Republicans will 
make Chicago a Republican city next month, 
and so it goes. Jamieson will meet much 
more of an opposition than he imagines. 

The Committee on Municipal Corporations 
will set the case down for hearing in a day 
or two, and appoint a time when all parties 
interested can appear before it. This meet- 
ing may be held on Thursday of this week, or 
about Tuesday or Wednesday of next. In 
the meantime Jamieson will be doing his 
best to get the Republicans to take up the 
matter aS a party measure and shoot it 
through the General Assembly.

Bill to Regulate Advertisements. 


Representative Weidmaier has prepared 
a bill for an act to regulate and 
prohibit sensational and false advertise- 
ments or otherwise, and providing penalties 
for violations thereof. The bill seeks to 
prohibit persons, firms, or corporations from 
inserting advertisements or exhibiting signs 
and placards, hand bills or circulars, where- 
in stocks of goods shall be represented or 
advertised as damaged by fire, water, or 
otherwise, or as bankrupt or insolvent 
stocks, or as offered as closing out stocks of 
goods at a sacrifice, or falsely represented 
to be worth more than the selling price at 
which same are offered. The bill provides 
a fine of $25 for the first offense and $50 for 
each subsequent offense. 


To Push Supreme Court Bill. 


W. W. Taylor, C. C. Duffy, and a number 
of other residents of Ottawa came in this 
afternoon for the purpose of using their best 
endeavors to secure the passage of the bill 
consolidating the Supreme Court at the City 
of Ottawa. The bill, as originally introduced 
in the House, contemplated the consolidation 
at Springfield, but it was amended on sec- 
ond reading by.a substitution of the name 
of Ottawa instead of Springfield.

BADENOCH WARNS CIGARET DEALERS. 


Time Drawing Near for the Enforce- 
ment of the License on Handling 
of the Article. 


Next Monday is the time set for beginning 
the enforcement of the Coughlin anti-ci- 
garet ordinance. So far no applications 
have been made for the $100 license. Deal- 
ers are waiting to see what action the to- 
bacco manufacturers will take in the matter. 

Leading down-town dealers will, as a rule, 
take out the “ bridge-over license,“ which 
will carry them to May 1, after which time 
they must take out the license for the year. 
This same course will be pursued by owners 
of saloons, cafés, and drug stores’ who have 
any cigaret trade worth mentioning. They 
express an opinion that by May 1 the big 
manufacturers will either have overturned 
the law or done something else that will 
enable the middlemen to carry the burden 
of the license easily. Dealers who propose 
to take out the license for the sh 
will begin making their applications as soon 
as the blanks are ready. Neither the Com- 
missioner of Health, the City Clerk, nor 
the City Collector has as yet prepared any 
of the blanks. The owners of small con- 
fectionery, stationery, and school stores, 
and hallway cigar stands will generally 
abandon the cigaret traffic. They are sell- 
ing out. 

At the request of City Collector Maas 
Supt. Badenoch yesterday issued an order 
to inspectors to have the police notify every 
cigaret dealer in the city that the ordinance 
would go into effect on March 15. 

Wilbur F. Atchison of the National Chris- 
tian Citizenship League yesterday mailed to 
church organizations, school associations, 
and woman’s clubs in the State an appeal 
for the contribution of money to be used in 
promoting the bill introduced in the General 
Assembly by Ross C. Hall which prohibits 
the manufacture or sale of cigarets or the 
material for making them. 

Chicago’s ordinance against the cigarets 
has aroused residents of Austin and Oak 
Park, who are now circujating petitions to 
be presented to the Town Board of Cicero 
asking that body to put a high license on 
the sale of the article.

PROVISION TARIFFS ARE TOO HIGH. 


Roads Compelled to Cut Rates to Get 
* Businéess—East-Bound Ship- 
ments Are Heavy. 


While it is generally admitted that the 
east-bound rate situation has materially im- 
proved during the last few days and tariffs 
are better maintained than they have been 
for some time past, yet some rate manipu- 
lation is still being practiced by a few lines. 
It was currently reported yesterday that a 
five-cent cut is being freely made on pro- 
visions and that in a few instances switch- 
ing charges are being absorbed on malt. 

The cut in provision rates is the natural 
result of the maintenance of a tariff which 
is considered abnormally high. A recom- 
mendation was made by the Chi east- 
bound freight committee last week that pro- 
vision rates be reduced five cents per 100 
pounds and the matter will be considered by 
the General Freight committee of the Cen- 
tral Freight Association tomorrow.

@ffective March 1, yet all the business 
shipped last week was at the cut rates and

UPPOSED TO THE PLAN. 


BANKERS NOT AGREED ON REDUC. 
TION IN INTDBREST RATES. 


Form of Agreement Giving Clearing- 
House Committee Power to Fix 
Rates on Country Bank Balances Is 
Sent to Bankers—Will Probably 
Substitute a Petition for Signatures 
—West Side Construction Stock- 
holders to Get Metropolitan Stock. 


The proposed agreement by the banks of 
Chicago relative to interest rates to be paid 
on country bank balances hag been sent to 
the various banks for their approval. The 
present’ indications are that it will fail to 
receive the approval of a sufficient number 
of bankers to make it effective. While there 
is a strong sentiment among the bankers in 
favor of a reduction in the interest rates 
to be paid on country bank balances it is 
hot entirely favorable to the proposed agree- 
ment, under which the Clearing-House com- 
mittee of the Chicago Clearing-House would 
be made a commitee to arbitrarily fix the 
rate to be paid during the succeeding thirty 
days. While there are many who are in 
favor of such a committee and think it 
would have the effect of materially aiding 
in the bringing about of uniform interest 
rates, there is enough opposition to it to 
make it almost impassible of adoption. 

The proposed agreement as sent yesterday 
to the various banks is as follows: 

“That, beginning with ———— they will 
not allow any of their respective corre- 
spondent banks interest on average daily 
balances at a greater rate than 1% per cent 
per annum, and that this rate shall continue 
until changed in accordance with the terms 
of this instrument as hereinafter provided. 

That at all times during the continuance 
of this agreement those persons who for 
the time being shall be the ‘ Clearing-House 


committee’ of the Chicago Clearing-House 


shall be a committee also of the undersigned, 
whose duty it shall be to meet as often as 
once in every calendar month, and oftcner 
if they see fit, to take into consideration the 
condition of the money market and to deter- 
mine the maximum rate of interest which 
may be allowed by the undersigned on bank 


balances as aforesaid as they think the con- 


ditions of the money market justify, but 
such rate shall not exceed 2 per cent, nor 


be less than 1 per cent per annum at any 


time. Whenever said committee decide to 


change the rate they shall notify each of 


the undersigned banks in writing, and such 
change shall take effect five days there- 
after. Promptly on receiving such notifica- 
tion from said committee the undersigned 
banks shall notify their correspondent banks 
of the change. 


Provides for Special Meetings. 


Any five of the undersigned banks may at 
any time have a meeting of all said banks 
by. uniting in a written request to the Chair- 
man of said committee, whose duty it shall 
be on receiving such request to call such 
meeting, giving each of the undersigned 
one day’s nétice thereof. At any meeting 80 
called any business properly pertaining to 
the subject of this agreement may be trans- 
acted, and each of the undersigned banks 
shall have one vote. 

None of the undersigned shall withdraw 
from this agreement except on thirty days’ 
written notice of the intention so to do, which 
notice shall be addressed and delivered to 
each of the other undersigned banks: Pro- 
vided, however, that at any meeting called 
as above in Sec. 3 provided, this association 
may be dissolved and this agreement 
terminated by the vote of a majority of all 
the undersigned.”’ 

There is also included in the circular a 
form of notice to be sent to country 
banks notifying them that interest ratet will 
be computed at the rate of 1% per cent and 
also notifying them of the fact that a com- 
mittee has been constituted to meet at least 
once each calendar month to take into con- 
s{d-raticn the condition of the money market 
and to make changes in interest rates te be 
paid as they may deem necessary. 

In the event of this agreement failing to be 
adopted, which now seems probable, it is 
proposed to get up a petition which will be 
submitted to the bankers providing for a 
reduction in interest rates to 1% per cent. and 
it is said this stands more show of being 
adopted. The objection to the agreement 
as sent out by the special committee, it is 
announced, is not because of the change in 
interest rates, but owing to the plan of giv- 
ing the clearing-house committee arbitrary 
powers to fix the rate which shall be paid 
by all the banks which are party to the 
agreement. 

Banks reported yesterday a greater de- 
mand for money than has been apparent for 
some time past. Manufacturers are be- 
ginning to make inquiries for money, and this 
is looked upon as one of the most hopeful 
signs in the present situation. There was 
some more money loaned yesterday at 4 per 
cent, but the average rate which is asked 
and obtained is from 4% to 5% per cent.

CHICAGO-ST. PAUL LINES MAY MEET 
“$00” COMPETITION. 


Trunk Line Officiala Recommend to 
the Joint Traffic Trust Necessary 
Changes in Rates, and the Interest- 
ed Roads Await the Action of the 
Latter Body—If Approval Is Given 
the New England Lines Will Be Aj- 
proached for Concurrent Action, 


Unless the Board of Managers of the 
joint traffic trust puts in a veto the Chiéago- 
St. Paul lines hereafter will be able to meet 
the reduced rates put in effect by the Soo ” 
line about two months ago on traffic from 
seaboard points to St. Paul, Minneapolis 
Duluth, and other Northwestern points. 

Traffic officials of the Chicago-St. Paul 
roads who went to New York last week 
to have a conference with the managers of 
the trunk lines have returned feeling quite 
happy over the result of their mission. 

The trunk line officials were at first dis- 
inclined to make any concessions to the 
Western roads, but when they were shown 
how disastrously the Western roads were 
affected by the cutting of rates of the Ca- 
nadian Pabifle's So0 line and that the 
Wisconsin Central and Chicago Great West- 
ern roads, which had met the rates made by 
the Canadian line, were diverting the busi- 
ness from the trunk lines by taking it via 
Norfolk and Newport News, they readily 
consented to assist in bringing about a 
change in existing conditions of west-bound 
rate affairs, and the following resolution was 
adopted: 

Resolved, That we recommend to the Board of 
Managers that through ratés be made on basis of 
$1.15, first class; 99 cents, second class; 76 cents, 
third class: * cents, fourth class; 46 cents, fifth 
class; and cents, sixth class, per 100 pounds, 
good by official classification from New York to 
St. Paul, Minneapolis, Minnesota Transfer, Still- 
water, Duluth, Superior and West Superior, via 
Chicago and standard lines. Usual differentials 
to apply via differential lines via Chicago, the pro- 
portions east of Chicago to be the full class rates 
in effect to Chicago. These rates not to apply to 
intermediate points. 

If the Board of Managers approves of the 
action, and it is quite certain it will, Com- 
missioner Blanchard of the joint traffic 
trust is to take the matter up with the New 
England lines to secure concurrent action. 

By not making the new rates applicable to 
intermediate points northwest from Chi- 
cago the long and short haul clause of the 
inter-State commerce law is evaded, but the 
roads think they are justified in doing this, 
as the low rates to St. Paul, Minneapolis, 
Duluth, ete., are forced upon them by a 
Canadian road. which is not amenable to the 
inter-State commerce law.

EXPIRES ON ANNIVERSARY OF HER 
HUSBAND’S DEATH. : 


Surrounded When the End Came by 
the Family of Her Daughter—Long 
“@linesa the Result of a Hard Fall 
Last Year—Mrs. Beecher’s Romantic 
Marriage with Mr. Beecher—Her 
Writings and Life—Assistance to 
Her Husband—Was 84 Years Old. 


Stamford, Conn., March 8.—{Special.]— 
Mrs. Henry Ward Beecher died at 10:42 
o'clock this morning at the home ot her 
son-in-law, the Rev. Samuel Scoville, where 
she had hovered between life and death for 
many weeks. It was just ten years ago to- | 
day and almost exactly the same hour that 
her husband passed away. 

Mrs. Beecher’s death had been expected 
at any time during the last two months. 
Her vitality has surprised her physicians, 
Nov. 27 she fell in her bedroom, cutting a 
deep gash in the back of her head. She was 
recovering from this when, Dec. 20, during

are in abundance, and prices are ranging 
Along levels now where the average family 
can supply its wants at reasonable figures 
for this season of the year.

Mrs. Beecher was unconscious for twenty- 
four hours before her death, and her end 
came peacefully. Her only relatives present 
were her daughter’s family and a niece, 
Miss Bullard. She was 84 years old. 

Eunice Beecher was born in 1812 in Sut- 
ton, Mass. She was the daughter of Dr. 
Bullard, a physician. Miss Bullard's mar- 
riage to Henry Ward Beecher was not lack- 
ing in the elements of romance. Mr. Beech- 
er, though not ordained, had received a call 
to the pastorate of a church at Lawrence- 
burg, Ind., and he wrote to Miss Bullard, 
to whom he was affianced, suggesting that 
their marriage take place immediately after 
his ordination. After mailing this letter 
Mr. Beecher argued, ‘‘ Why wait for the 
ordination? Why not have her present as 
my wife to witness it?“ N 

Her Romantic Marriage. 


With this idea uppermost in his mind Mr. 

Beecher started post haste for Sutton, where 
he arrived on the evening of the day on 
which his letter was received. The young 
preacher succeeded in winning Miss Bul- 
lard’s consent to an early marriage. All the 
preparations had to be completed in four 
days. 
Few of their friends lived near enough to 
be present, and the ceremony was a home 
affair. Miss Bullard's sisters had been mar- 
ried In stormy weather, and she declared 
that the ceremony in which she was a con- 
tracting party must take place while the 
sun shone. The hour was set for 3 o’clock 
of Aug. 3, 1837. Just before that time a vio- 
lent storm arose with thunder and lightning. 
The parson was in waiting, the guests had 
assembled, and Mr. Beecher was impatient. 
The bride was firm, however, and the cere; 
mony was postponed one hour. At 4 o’clock 
the sun appeared, and as the bride, leaning 
upon the arm of her husband-to-be, entered 
the parlor a brilliant rainbow appeared on 
the horizon. 

Immediately after the marriage Mr. and 
Mrs. Beecher started for Lawrenceburg. 
Their experiences and trials on the then 
Western frontier have been referred to in 
several interesting sketches by Mrs. Beecher 
after her husband removed to Brooklyn. 

Of Mrs. Beecher’s children four are living 
and four are dead. One of the living is Her- 
bert Beecher, Captain of asteamboat at Port 
Townsend, Wash. 

For some years Mrs. Beecher had been in 
feeble health. In.November, 1896, during 
the Thanksgiving season, she sustained a 
bad fall, and about a month later she again 
fell and sustained injuries which, with her 
advanced years, brought about complica- 
tions from which she was unable to rally. 

The death of her husband in March, 1887, put 
a period in the life of Mrs. Beecher. Social 
duties and burdens, which were naturally 
relinquished at that time, were never again 
resumed, and the weight of advancing years 
compelled her to give up a part of the various 
charitable undertakings which had made her 
life not less busy than that of the pastor of 
Plymouth Church. However, she never 
ceased to take the keenest interest in work of 
this kind. 

Mrs. Beecher was singularly fitted to be the 
wife of a man occupying the unique semi- 
public position of the great Brooklyn pulpit 
orator. She was sympathetic, helpful, ofa 
warm, trusting, and lovable disposition, and 
was endowed with superior mentality and 
keen literary instincts. Her wifely devo- 
tion never faltered during the darkest epoch 
in her husband’s life. She never for an in- 
stant doubted his innocence, and through- 
out the long controversy she supported him 
with her unfailing love. Mr. Beecher after- 
wards said that it was the brave and loyal 
demeanor of his wife which, more than any- 
thing else, strengthened him in that ordeal. 
She passed through this fire unaltered, losing 


none of her gentleness or serenity, which | 


were her most striking characteristics. The 
lace cap over the smooth, snowy hair, the 
cheerful eyes and good-humored mouth will 
linger long in the memory of all those who 
had the good fortune ever to see her. 


Mrs. Beecher’s Writings. 


From 1872 to 1884 Mrs. Beecher was a reg 
ular contributor to various periodicals, chief- 
ly on domestic subjects. Many of these have 
been published in book form, making three 
volumes. She also wrote a book entitled 
„Letters from Florida.“ Her book, From 
Dawn to Daylight,” so named by its publish- 
er, contains remihiscences of her first years 
as a minister’s wife. It was written with no 
thought of publication, to beguile the weary 
hours of a tedious sickness, and when she 
had been persuaded to place it in the hands 
of a publisher it was nameless. Only a small 
edition was printed. The work was well 
received, and friendly criticiems were 

It was rumored in 1884 that Mr. 
suppressed it, but the rumor 
was unfounded. 

Mrs. Beecher was educated in Worcester 
County, and at Hadley, Mass. She met Mr. 
Beecher at her own home at the age of 17, 
her brother having invited his classmate at 
Amherst College to spend a vacation at West 
Sutton. They were soon engaged, but seven 
years elapsed before the marriage in 1837.

the wholesale market was accordingly over- 
supplied. Choice berries sold wholesale at 
25 and 30 cents a quart, and some lots not 
strictly fresh were sold as low as 15 cents a 
quart, which is unusual at this season of the 
year. Retail fruit dealers can offer good 
berries today at 35 cents a quart. Within 
a few days some gilt-edged fruit from the 
Horticultural Society of Florida is looked 
for, and fancy prices will be asked. Prob- 
ably about 75 cents a quart will be asked, 
but the fruit will be the finest ever seen in 
this market at this time of the year. 

Choice Eastern Catawba grapes cost the 
grocer $2.25 for fifteen-basket crates, mak- 
ing the retail price about 20 cent a basket. 
‘Bananas are in abundant supply, and as 
many of the Greek peddlers, who usually take 
large quantities, are out of the market the 
grocers are securing the fruit cheap. The 
retailer can sell the choicest bananas at 10 
cent a dozen and make a good profit.

| WHAT WOMEN ARE DOING 


OUT AT GENEVA THPY ARE GIVING 
OBJECT LESSONS. 


They Are Engaged in Municipal 
Housekeeping, and Keep the 
Streets in Order, Cut the Grass, 
Plant Trees, Clean Up the Garbage, 
and Generally Look After the Wel- 
fare of the City Government—Other 
Gossip About Women. 


Out at Geneva the Village Improvement 
Society has given an object lesson as to how 
women may serve their community if they 
will be satisfied with the substance of power 
and let who will have the name. The 
society consists of men, women, and children, 
but only women are placed on the executive 
board. This, mark you, is by special desire 
of the men. They found their wives as cap- 
able as themselves in municipal housekeep- 
ing and with more patience and more leisure. 
The Village Improvement Society keeps the 
streets in order, guts the grass, plants trees, 
removes the leaves in autumn and the rub- 
bish in the spring. The Town Council, find- 
ing it illegal to make a direct appropriation, 
amicably pays a man todo the work under 
the society’s supervision. Occasionally it 
threatens to take entire charge itself, where- 
upon loud outcries arise from the inhabi- 
tants, believing themselves safer in the 
hands of the women than in those of the 
politicians. The society keeps a watchful 
eye on education, charity, the Council, the 
court-house, the jail, all that concerns the 
welfare of the town. It sustains free kinder- 
gartens—the men helping—it procured a 
better station—the men bringing their in- 
fluence to bear upon the railroad—it started a 
new library, although hard times have 
temporarily called a halt upon the building; 
it nominated a set of energetic women on 
the Library Board, and, these being promptly 
rejected, it substituted for them names of 
husbands and fathers fully in sympathy with 
their plans. It has instituted university ex- 
tension lectures and a study class, whose 
principal advantage is the bringing of thirty 
to forty people together before whom any 
line of improvement may be broached. “Som: 
of them work with us,“ said one of the leading 
women of Geneva, “ and some merely listen 
to our ideas and repeat them to others. 
That is useful, too. I consider our most 
valuable service has been uniting the town. 
There is where churches fail, churches 
divide. We have thirty-six churches, each 
one carrying on its own work independent 
and jealous of the others. We unite. We 
are drawing all the community together.’’ 


President of State Federation. 


All the women’s clubs are now preparing 
to vote for the President of the State Fed- 
eration of Clubs. Various names are whis- 
pered among knots of directors, in the cor- 
ners of board-tooms, or over the tea cups. 
A name frequently heard is that of the pres- 
ent President, and her nomination might be 
as unanimous as that which unexpectedly 
came to her before but for a misconstruction 
of her own words. A year ago she said—and 
undoubtedly would repeat today—that she 
did not seek a reélection; that at the conclu- 
sion of her term she would cheerfully pass 
the office on to another. This has been 
stretched to mean that under no circum- 
stances would she be willing to serve the 
federation again; that even a general de- 
mand would meet with her refusal. Now 
her closest friends declare this to be an 
error. They say that she would accept a 
second nomination, although she would not 
strive for it. And they say that while there 
are many capable candidates in the field 
none is so capable as the one who has had 
a twelve-months’ experience added to her 
other qualifications. 


Good Times at the Settlement. 


Altruism is its own reward. “I always 
have a good time at the settlement,“ a so- 
ciety girl was heard to say. My parents 
have an idea that it is a sort of get-thee-to- 
a-nunnery place, but it isn’t. What do 1 
do? O, I play games with the older girls and 
boys. And I teach them to dance, and to 
haye clean hands, and to speak gently, and 
not to chew gum. Of course, there is much 
more important work done there, but in the 
interests of serious occupations there is 
nothing to prevent real human jntercourse-- 
no social ambitions, no fine clothes, no for- 
mality. The residents are always men and 
women of education, heart, and originality, 
and you become as chummy as if you were 
all shipwrecked together. I suppose you 
have heard of one or two marriages that 
have taken place among the residents of 
various settlements. Generally a marriage 
means another settlement—just a little set- 
tlement of two—dropped down into a neigh- 
borhood that will be benefited by their just 
living and being neighborly there. After all, 
those are.the best ones, because they escape 
being institutions. No, I can’t tell Row 
many settlements there are in Chicago, 
little and big. Let me see: There is Hull 
House, and the Chicago University, the 
Northwestern, the Helen Heath, 
cago Commons, Elm Street, the Kirkland, 
Olivet; then there’s a Jewish settlement 
which is doing nobly, and one on Clybourn 
avenue, and a tiny little private one on 
Sedgwick street, near Chicago avenue, and 
—let me see—did I mention Clifford Barnes? 
That is all I know of. No doubt there are 
other small ones.“ 

Anti-Bird-on-the-Hat Crusade. 


With the women leading the anti-bird-on- 
your-bonnet movementa variety of farces are 
allying themselves, actuated by motives as 
varied. The Ornithological Society, the 
hunting clubs, the school teachers, the wom- 
en's clubs, the Audubon Society, all have a 
finger in the pie. And when that pie is 
opened the birds will begin to sing, indeed! 
Scientists deplore the annihilation of certain 
beautiful species. Sportsmen want the game 
laws strictly enforced—for, after all, the true 
sportsman never shoots a songbird. The 
pot-hunter is the man who is depopulating 
our woods of the bluebird, the flashing ori- 
ole, the jeweled humming-bird, the red- 
headed woodpecker, and the milliner stands 
behind him with open purse,.and the cus- 
tomer stands behind her. A bird’s plum- 
age, they say, is at its brightest during the 
nesting season. Every pair of gay wings 
means that a mother bird has been killed 
and her little brood left to perish more slow- 
ly. Teachers find it impossible to make cru- 
elty hateful to their scholars while gentle 
mammas’ adornment silently preaches them 
down. So that, after all, women are the 
worst offenders. 


New Wonien’s Clubs Forming. 


As a sort of revolt on the club idea a lot of 
little new clubs are forming. If you were to 
read a paper, or make a motion, or ask for 


throw you out of the window, because many 
of them are women, and though the spirit 
would be willing the flesh is weak. Any- 
how, you would discover that you were mak- 
ing yourself extremely unpopular. In these 
little new clubs they discuss topics of the 
day from every side, from the philanthropic 
point? of view, the educational, the patriotic, 
frequently from the humorous. There is 
nothing formal about them, however, and 
usually the inner man is refreshed more 
substantially than by a feast of reason. 
There are groups of men’s clubs who dine 
and talk together like the Deipnosophists. 
and there are groups of women who luhch 
and talk together like the Every Day club. 
Now some one is proposing a union of a few 
clever men. and women to be informally 
sociable. Do you suppose it will work? Do 
men and women ever succeed in being in- 
formally sociable? And then eating to- 
gether seems to make another difficulty. 
Most men, like Byron, do not like ta seea 
woman eat. 


Significant Figures. 


Women who keep posted on State charities 
report some significant flgures“ from Dun- 
ning. The almshouse has 1,863 occupants, 
and they are thus divided: 1,341 men, 457 
women, 49 children, 16 imbeciles. Poor hu- 
man driftwood! Poor submerged tenth! But 
why the predominence of men? Why have 
the stormy waters rolled over three times as 
many of them as women? Are they weaker 
swimmers against a sea of trouble?

WOMEN OF THE HEW ADMINISTRATION. 
Are Anxiously Studying the Code of 


’ Official Etiquette—Young Girls 
Have No Chance. 


Washington, D. C., March 8.—[{Special.]— 
There.are roses galore for all the new offi- 
cials and their wives. At the Arlington, 
where most of them are stopping, the bell 
boys are kept busy taking flowers to the 
rooms. They come from new friends and 
old friends, those who hope to retain favor 
and those who expect to ask favors by 
and by. 

Mrs. Hobart was the recipient of a huge 
and beautiful bunch of American beauty 
roses sent her from Paterson, N. J., Satur- 
day. It was from the Board of Lady Man- 
agers of the Children’s Orphanage of that 
city and it touched her heart, for with it 
came an expression of appreciation of her 
service in their behalf. : 

Mrs, Stevenson was greatly pleased with 
Mrs. Hobart and the two became friends at 
once the day of her arrival here. It was 
Wednesday, and official etiquette requires 
that the wife of the successor to office 
shall call as soon as possible after coming 
te town. Mrs. Stevenson was to have re- 
turned the call that same afternoon, for 
it seems that the same canon requires all 
possible haste in this matter, but Mrs. Ho- 
bart said in the most friendly way: 

Don't trouble yourself to call, Mrs. 
Stevenson. Just send a card over to the 
Arlington.” If the call was returned it was 
an informal and pleasant one. 

This thing of official etiquette would not 
be such a béte noir as it is getting to be if it 
could stay put.“ But some wiseacre comes 
to the front ever and anon and changes the 
entire fabric, so that the study of official 
etiquette threatens soon to be like that of 
international law or some,other new things 
under the sun. People will need a text book 
and teacher for it. The newcomers are 
looking it up vigorously, as they absolutely 
tremble lest the newspapers and gossips will 
notice their mistakes, 

One of the most exacting of all the rules 
is that the Senators’ wives are to receive 
the first call from the wives of the Cabinet 
officers. Although the women of the Cab- 
inet circle take the precedence at dinner of 
those ladies, in the matter of making calls 
they are secondary, and the worst of it is 
that the calls must be made within a week 
and returned in the same limited space. 
This is hardest upon the Cabinet women, of 
course, because there are ninety Senators 
and all of them, with few exceptions, have 
wives or daughters who stand at the head 
of their households. 

Whether the Cabinet wives are obliged to 
pay their respects to the Senators’ daugh- 
ters is not clearly stated as yet. 

There is one thing that one of the retir- 
ing Senators’ wives said as a note of warn- 
ing to those who have recently com@ and 
that is: 

Whatever you do, don’t invite young 
girls to come to you during the official sea- 
son.“ 

There is absolutely no chance whatever 
for a young girl as far as official functions 
are concerned. They are ignored upon most 
of the dinner engagements, and unless some 
of the kind-hearted hostessés give a dance 
or tea for young people, which they seldom 
do, or unless they are invited to receive as 
a looker-on, they havea dolefultime. There 
are few marriageable men in the official 
ranks. The women predominate every- 
where and are as conspicuously in the ma- 
jority as in Boston, and especially widows. 
As one young woman sarcastically “re- 
marked: 

Next to the monument they are the 
most noticeable thing about Washington.“ 

Girls will nqt be lacking in the new Cab- 
inet families. The President and Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley have four or five nieces, the Misses 
Grace and Mabel McKinley, Misses May and 
Ida Saxton, and Miss Sarah Duncan have 
all been in the city. Although they do not 
belong to the Cabinet circle they will swell 
the list of girls in the new administration. 

Secretary and Mrs. Alger have one un- 
married daughter and Postmaster-General 
and Mrs. Gary have four. There is a daughter 
in the Bliss family also. Secretary Long 
has two marriageable daughters, and so 
has Secretary Wilson, and a coincidence 
which associates this new Secretary of the 
Iaterior with his predecessor, . Secretary 
Morton, is that both are widowers. 

The Drapers, who departed Saturday for 
their New England home, are a family that 
will be sure to be missed here. With al- 
most boundless wealth at their command, 
they have been conspicuous among the lav- 
ish entertainers of the capital. 

The last entertainment given at their 
home, after an especially successful career, 
was a luncheon to Mrs. Mark Hanna Satur- 
day.

CARTER ON SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS. 


County Judge Discusses the Present 
Law and the Council Bill for 
Its Revision. 


County Judge Orrin N. Carter returned 
to Chicago yesterday much refreshed by his 
short vacation in Virginia. He will hold 
court as usual this morning and regularly 
hereafter until his docket is clear of emer- 
gency. cases. 

The Judge took no regular vacation last 
summer on account of the extraordinary 
pressure of election as well as judicial busi- 
ness, and had begun to feel the strain of 
his excessive labors, but he says his short 
rest has put him once more in good trim. 

in discussing the movement for the revis- 
jon of the law for levying and collecting 
special assessments for local improvements 
Judge Carter yesterday dictated for THE 
TRIBUNE the tollowing statement with re- 
gard to the present law and the bill pre- 
pared by the Council on the recommendation 
ot the Mayor: 

All special assessments commenced as 
independent proceedings for the purpose of 
making local improvements under the pres- 
ent law must be heard in the County Court 
before the assessment is confirmed. 

The law intends, after the petition is filed 
asking to have the cost of the improvement 
spread upon the property benefited, that the 
three Commissioners appointed by the Coun- 
ty Court shall do all the work of apportioning 
the assessment upon the property benefited, 
preparing the assessment voll, and filing it 
in court. As a matter of fact for years this 
work has been done in the City ot Chicago, 
in the majority of assessments, by the Spe- 
cial Assessment Department of the city, and 
the Commissioners have adopted the result 
of the work of the department and signed the 
roll without spending any time or even ex- 
amining the roll prepared for them. 

It would be absolutely impossible to 
carry out this portion of the law and have 
the Commissioners do the work or even 
oversee all of it unless the County Court 
established an independent bureau for spe- 
cial assessments the same as the city has 
dane. I am certain that this is not feasible, 
as the County Court of Cook County is now 
burdened with much more work than one 
Judge can properly perform. 

The total fees allowed thus far for Com- 
missioners on the $7,543,996 of special as- 
sessments for the year 1806 are $11,947. This 
$11,947 in fees was paid to sixty-two differ- 
ent Commissioners not one of whom received 
as high as $1,000 in fees. 

1am strongly opposed to the present 
method of naming Commissioners for spe- 
cial assessments and am satisfied that every 
County Judge who has had to do with this 
work in Cook County will agree with me that 
the appointments are a great source of an- 
noyance and difficulty to the court. The 
law should be changed as provided in the 
proposed bill so that the Commissioners who 
are to do the work are pointed out by the law 
and thus remove from the court the entire 
responsibility of selecting them. I am 
heartily in favor of the merit system. Ap- 
pointments made by any one outside of the 
civil service are in the long run a source of 
weakness politically and in every other way 
to the person having the appointing power. 
Every such appointment makes many ene- 
mies and rarely any friends. A Judge on the 
bench is the last man who should have any- 
thing to do with such appointmehts. 

One of the greatest, if not the greatest, 
evil connected with our present law is too 
large estimates as to the cost of the im- 
proyements. The law requires if too large 
an estimate is made and paid for by the 
property-owners that it shall be returned in 
rebates. Most of the money that has gone 
into the so-called ‘Fund W’ of the city 
consists of rebates. If estimates in times 
past had Got been ‘too large Fund W 
would have. been of little importance. 

Another great evil is the passing of ordi- 
nances requiring improvements not needed. 
The proposed bill endeavors to lessen these 
evils by the appointment of a Board of Local 
Improvements which is to have charge of 
all these matters, and, after proper notice, 
is to give a hearing to the property-owners 
before the improvement is ordered by the 
Council. 

Another weakness of the present law is 
allowing contracts to be let and work to be 
done before the objections of property-own- 
ers are heard by the court. 

There should be a provision in the law 
that no surface improvements, such as stfeet 
pavements, could be put down until the 
underground tmprovements—that is: sewers, 
water pipes, etc., were put in. 

“I have always believed, and still think, 
that the expenses in preparing for the im- 
provement and the overseeing of putting it in 
should be paid out of the general taxes and 
not out of the special assessmeht. Local 
improvements as now put in are paid for en- 
tirely by individual property-owners along 
the line of improvement, when, as a matter 
of fact, most of the improvements are of 
great benefit to the public tm general and the 
public should help to bear the expense.“ 


Rails for the Peoria and Northern. 

Springfield, III., March 8.—President Guy 
of the St. Louis, Peoria and Northern rall- 
road has purchased $1,000,000 of rails at 
$18 per ton, and surveys will be commenced 
in a few weeks from this city to East Clin- 
ton, Ill. The company expects to build the 
line, of 150 miles in length, this year.

SEARS STATES HIS POLICY 


OUTLINES HIS PLATFORM AT THE 
WILLARD HALL MEETING. 


Republican Nominee for Mayor Will 
Make No Promise to Close Saloons 
on Sunday, as He Regards the En- 
forcement of the Law Impossible 
Strongly Favors Civil Service and 
Compensation for Municipal Fran- 
chises—Thomas Morgan Speaks. 


Judge Nathaniel C. Sears declared himself 
on Sunday saloon closing at the Willard 
Hall meeting yésterday noon. He said he 
would not promise to close the saloons of 
Chicago on Sunday; that the did not intend 
to constitute himself ex-officio State’s-At- 
torney if elected to the Mayoralty chair. He 
intimated it was an impossibility to attempt 
to enforce the Sunday law. 

The declaration of the Republican candi- 
date was frequently punctuated with ap- 
plause, and his address was eagerly awaited 
by those present. No hisses or other demon- 
stration from those who held opposing views 
were indulged in. It was evident that e 
large portion of the audience was friendly 
to Judge Sears from the round of applause 
which greeted his concluding remarks, 

Judge Sears spoke briefly, direct, and with 
considerable emphasis. He was late in ar- 
riving at the hail, and at the conclusion of 
his speech he left to hill another engage- 
ment, shutting on the questions, that are 
asked the candiaates who usual speak at 
Wulard Hall. 

Judge Sears’ Address. 

In part ne said: 

“fu the few days this present municipal 
campaigh has been in progress I have been 
culled u poilician. 1 weleve 1 have been 
cauiued too mucn of a poiutician. 1 am not 
so mucn of w polrucian tnat 1 will talk on 
tine two sides 01 any question for the purpose 
of getting votes, authougn 1 want votes, and 
l whi ten you conftiuensuauy 1 expect to be 
the next Mayor ot UNivago. I have been re- 
quested to state tne propositions Of my piat- 
torm here today, and i Wiii use words that 
wil leave no doubt as to exactly what 1s 
meant. 

Most of the propositions in my platform 
are tamiliar to you. I have spoken on them 
berore, and I expect to speak on them a good 
many times berore the campaign is conciud- 
ed. hey constitute all, or neariy all, of the 


‘issues ot the present municipal campaign, 


For Civil Service Reform. 

I stand committed for the maintenance, 
preservation, and enforcemeat of the present 
system of civil service as maintained in the 
City of Chicago. I mean that statement 
absolutely ana fully. I stand opposed to 
any legisiation or movement whicn has for 
its purpose, whether launched in the State 
Legisiature or in this city, the rovbing of 
the present civil service law of any or its 
vitality or potency. I stand for a strict en- 
forcement of all of the provisions of the 
present civil service law, and “if elected I 
will devote my efforts to its maintenance 
as it is at present. 

“I believe compensati 
quired and shouid be retaifNed for all munici- 
pal franchises granted. By that 1 mean 
compensation adequate to the extent and 
nature of the franchise granted. And I 
mean that all moneys received from such 
franchises shall go into the public treasury, 
too. [Applause.] 

‘Tl believe in track elevation for the protec- 
tion of the lives of our citizens, and if elect- 
ed I will use my office to obtain this. 

Having been nominated by the Repu p- 
lican party, I want to be elected, and 1 want 
votes. But I do not want to play the dema- 
gogue. Any candidate who says he stands 
for the cleaning of the streets of Chicago, 
and, if elected, he expects to see they are 
cleaned, is either a demagogue or too ig- 
norant to become the Mayor of Chicago. Un- 
der the prevailing financial conditions this 
would be utterly impossible. I intend to 
give the citizens of Chicago as clean streets 
as the conditions will permit, and I promise 
you my best efforts shall be directed to this 
purpose. [Applause.] If I should promise 
more I would be a demagogue. [Applause.] 

I stand committed to divorce the police 
from politics. [Applause.] 

Sunday Closing of Saloons. 

„% Now we come to a matter on which I 
have made no declaration in this campaign, 
I have been requested to explain my attitude 
on the closing of saloons on Sunday at this 
meeting. What I say I do not say to affront 
anybody in this audience, or recklessly for 
the purpose of making or losing votes. I 
want all the votes I can get. I say to you 
now I will not promise to close saloons on 
Sunday. Any candidate who tells you he 
will in the form of a promise is either a 
dema e or he knows in his own heart 
he will not be elected, and that the promise 
is not binding. 

“The Mayor of Chicago has his hands full 
looking after the duties of his office, legis- 
lation, the enforcement of civil service, and 
the other incumbent duties of the Chief 
Executive, without becoming - ex-officio 
State’s-Attorney. I will lend my ability, but 
I will not promise to lend myself today to 
that which I regard as impossible. Iam not 
a demagogue and I wili state to you only 
that which I promise to do if I am elected. 
I will live up to that platform.“ [Ap- 
plause.] 

Socialist Leader Speaks. 

Thomas J. Morgan, the exponent of se- 
cialistic theories, addressed the nieeting 
first yesterday. He said the Socialists did 
not believe in good men, and continued: 

Good men make me tired. Good men 
bought and sold my father and put à collar 
around his neck. Good men bought and sold 
the slaves in the South, and they were re- 
garded as good men in their day. You can- 
not elect good men -to office who are above 
the intellectual and moral standard of your 
city. It is a law that water always seeks 
its level. It is also a law that like begets 
like, and you cannot elect a Mayor or a 
City Councilman who is above the standard 
of the people who elect him. 

“There are two great divisions of the 
populace of this city. Those who live in the 
Nineteenth Ward, in the vicinity of the 
Stock-Yards, who work for a living, con- 
stitute 80 or 90 per cent of our population, 
and they form one of the great divisions. 
Are you astonished? What do these people 
know about good citizenship? They vote 
for Johnny Powers, and when election day 
comes are you astonished that the Nine- 
teenth Ward rolls up a majority for this 
saloonkeeper or that boodler? 

Rails at the Wealthy. 

Another great division of our populace 
lives along the lake shore. They are our 
intellectual classes, and they vote for what? 
Do any of you remember the Blue Island ave- 
nue and LakeShore drive steal? Do youknow 
the ordinance was drawn up and introduced 
by the iron and steel company, with Mar- 
shall Field, Rockefeller, and Pullman back- 
ing that company? You talk of electing 
Hesing, Harlan, or Trude and expect them 
to run against the iron and steel company 
and the other gigantic interests in Chicago, 
and they can’t do it. 

“If men are like I am they would not 
have a boulevard over on the lake shore 
and have unemployed thousands in the Nine- 
teenth and other wards who are begging 
for an opportunity to labor for a mere pit- 
tance. You would not have men in the 
Stock-Yards district fed on horse meat—and 
poor horse meat at that—as they were a few 
weeks ago. 

A business administration! That is what 
you are promised. An administration that 
will not pay more than 50 cents a day for 
labor, if it can get it for that, to save money 
for the taxpayers. That is what a business 
administration. is.’’

“We'll vote for a prohibition candidate, 
Parmelee!”’ shouted an enthusiast. 

* Socialism is prohibition of all the evils,” 
replied Morgan. 

Several questions regarding socialism were 
asked him, to which he replied.

“Hasn't Hesing promised in his platform 
he would see that the streets and alleys of 
the Nineteenth Ward were cleaned?’ 

“If you place confidence in that platform 
you will get left, was the sharp rejoinder.
